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Nab 36 Aliens 
In Centex Park 
Factory Raids

Approximately 36 illegal aliens, most 


of them Mexicans, were arrested by U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
agents in a raid on the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The agents, assisted by Elk Grove Vil- 


lage police, arrested seven aliens in one 
plant. Field Container Corp., 1500 Nich- 
olas Blvd., according to Robert Germain, 
assistant district director for immigra- 
tion. 


The 10 investigators set out from the 


Elk Grove Village police station at 2:30 
p.m. and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants, he said. 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard 


boxes employing approximately 250 per- 
sons, spokesmen for the company said. 


Other aliens were arrested while on the 


street as immigration officers swept the 
area in what Germain called "an area 
control operation." 


Elk Grove Village police Lt. William 


Kohnke was reportedly bitten on the fin- 
ger while apprehending a man in the 
Field plant. Village police said they 


would not press charges. 


Early yesterday evening Germain said 


his officers were still patrolling the area 
and checking restaurants looking for oth- 
er illegal aliens. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE squad cars 


patrolled the streets in the industrial 
park during the operation. 


A chartered bus parked behind the vil- 


lage hall was scheduled to take the 
aliens to the Cook County House of Cor- 
rection late last night. 


U.S. Immigration Agency policy is to 


return illegal aliens to their native coun- 
try once it is established that they are in 
the country without proper papers. 


The last major sweep by immigration 


agents in the Northwest Suburban area 
was a raid on Klehm's Nursery near Ar- 
lington Heights last year, Germain said. 
The raids are run in an area "whenever 
we get complaints about illegal aliens," 
he said. 


Germain said so far this year arrests 


of illegal immigrants in Cook County 
have been running at a second rate. He 
said last year immigration authorities 
arrested approximately 8,000 illegal im- 
migrants, 6,000 of whom were returned 
to Mexico.

Housing Study Valid: Cooney 


The housing survey of the labor force 


in Elk Grove Village is valid and repre- 
sentative of the community, said Neil 
Cooney, chairman of the housing com- 
mission. 


Cooney said he was satisfied with the 


survey and it will be relied upon heavily 
by the commission in recommending a 
housing program for the village. 


The survey estimated a current need of 


1,055 low income and 922 moderate-in- 
come housing units. 


Low income was defined as $600 or less 


a month and moderate income, $600 to 
$1,000 a month. 


Dr. John Lucas, of Harper College in 


Palatine, estimated the working force at 
22,000 in the industrial area of the vil- 
lage. The figure was provided by the De- 


partment of Labor, taken from a 1966 re- 
port. 


The survey, however, included com- 


mercial and industrial segments of the 
community in addition to municipal em- 
ployes and workers at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center. The school districts 
were not included in the survey. 


ALMOST 708 persons were surveyed 


with the results showing there are 34 
low-income and 30 moderate-income fam- 
ilies who would like to move to Elk 
Grove Village. 


Median income of men surveyed was 


$9,108 a year and of women, $6,396 a 
year. Total family income among males 
who responded $11,700 and among fe- 
males, $12,600 a year.

Village Housing Problems Discussed 


THOSI ARRESTED IN the raid were 
placed in a van by agents. 
Seven 


persons were arrested at Field Con- 
tainer Co. at 1500 Nicholas Blvd. 


Private developers can solve the hous- 


ing problem, according to Neil Cooney, 
chairman of the Elk Grove Village Hous- 
ing Commission. 


"Housing in this community can be 


solved by the private sector," Cooney 
said. 


"If given the density they can solve 


it," he said, preferring privately devel- 
oped housing over public housing. He 
said federal subsidies would not be nec- 
essary. 


Cooney commented after a meeting of 


the housing commission Tuesday night. 


He said he is concerned about provid- 


ing housing for persons who work and 
live in the community. He named such 


occupations as police, firemen, teachers, 
and young married couples who have dif- 
ficulty finding housing. 


"I don't mean they should necessarily 


be able to buy a home, but they should 
be able to rent a place to live in the 
community," he said. 


He said Schaumburg is a good example 


of a community providing mixed housing 
for residents in its plan for development. 


IN OTHER matters at Tuesday's meet- 


ing, Comr. Edward Kenna and Louis 
Archbold of 201 Victoria Ln., clashed 
briefly over the village's handling of the 
eviction of residents from substandard 
housing in 1969. 


Archbold contended the village did not 


provide housing for the families evicted 
in the housing controversy which follow- 
ed the deaths of three children in No- 
vember 1969. 


Kenna said the village dealt with the 


problem and if the residents were dis- 
criminated in finding housing they should 
have relied on the courts to protect their 
rights. 


Archbold also criticized the commis- 


sion for not having representation from 
the minority groups who work in the vil- 
lage. 


Cooney termed his comment "ridicu- 


lous," contending that the community 
was represented on the commission. 


54 business organizations responded to a 
survey of businesses. This survey showed 
the median annual income at $7,635. 


Lucas said the firms surveyed were 


"fairly representative," and added the 
survey was a good sampling when asked 
by Comr. Joseph Wellman. 


Wellman earlier expressed some dis- 


appointment with the survey, but upon 
talking with Lucas, Tuesday changed his 
mind. He agreed the survey was good. 


Wellman headed the-survey committee 


which worked for one year on the proj- 
ect. Survey statistics were submitted to 
Lucas several weeks ago for his inter- 
pretation. Lucas is director of planning 
and development at the college. 


The seven-member housing commis- 


sion will now use the survey results in 
making a recommendation to the village 
board on the need for low and moderate- 
income housing. 


EACH COMMISSIONER was instruct- 


ed to prepare a written recommendation 
for a special meeting next Thursday. 


Cooney said it was his feeling the com- 


mission will have both a majority and 
minority report. 


"I don't know if we can agree with 


what the community needs," he said. 


The housing commission serves as an 


advisory body to the village board, hav- 
ing been formed in June, 1970, in the 
wake of a housing controversy that fol- 
lowed the deaths of three children hi 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township in 
November, 1969. 


Its purpose is to define and establish 


housing needs and recommend a housing 
program to the village board.

The board took the action after archi- 


tect Scott Kelley reported he had already 
received inquiries about the job and fi- 
nancial statements from 23 general con- 
tractors, what he called "an abnormal 
number." 


"There are a lot of hungry contractors 


out," Kelley said. "The work is dying 
out" 


Ordinarily, he said, a job the size of 


the school would attract no more than 10 
general contractors and the architectural 
firm would supply about 50 copies of 
plans, all of which would be needed once 
construction begins. 


If the number of bidders is as high as 


anticipated. Kelley said, extra plans 
which will never be needed again will 
have to be printed at the cost of at least 
$2.500 


AT FIRST the five members of the 


board present discussed limiting the 
number of bidders to the first 10 who 
pick up plans, but by a 3-2 vote decided 
to accept all bidders Board Pres.

Students Learning 
Outside Classroom 


Students in several High School Dist. 


214 courses are spending part of their 
class time outside school. 


T e a c h e r s are restructuring their 


courses so students can gain practical 
experience outside school. In some cases, 
the students are working as volunteers 
for community and business groups. The 
students are also using community ser- 
vices. 


District administrators have adopted 


the philosophy that education should not 
be confined to a school building. About 
three years ago they helped promote leg- 
islation that amended the Illinois School 
Code to conform to their philosophy. The 
code now states school districts may use 
outside resources with the approval of 
the local school board and the county 
education office 


School officials say the new program 


has been successful in the district. 


They have, however, encountered prob- 


lems in transporting students from the 
schools to outside facilities. Currently the 
district does not bus the students, so they 
must provide their own transportation. 


Several programs utilizing outside re- 


sources were recently approved by the 
Dist. 214 School Board, in one program, 
Arlington High School drama students 
will become apprentices at the Arlington 
Park Theater. At the John Hersey High 
School, students will serve as volunteers 
for social agencies and day care centers. 
The Hersey students will also utilize the 
Arlington Heights Library. 


DISTRICT STUDENTS are also attend- 


ing local beauty schools and working in 
hospitals. Old Orchard Country Club in 
Mount Prospect is sponsoring a "turf 
management" course for students. Stu- 
dents from Elk Grove and Forest View 
high schools are serving as "cadet teach- 
ers" (tutors) in Dist. 59 elementary 
schools. And students from both Dist. 214 
and Dist. 211 are attending "survey" (in- 
troductory) courses at Harper College in 
health and engineering technology. 


The recently approved Hersey pro- 


grams involve a "social science prac- 
ticum" course, a child care course and 
an English composition course. The soci- 
ology students are working as volunteers 
in hospitals, old people's homes,* homes 
for dependent children and schools for 
handicapped children. According to Wil- 
fred Kozlowski, sociology teacher, "the 


program permits the students to serve 
their community in a real and construc- 
tive manner." 


Judy Kreutzer, child care teacher, said 


she decided to use outside resources for 
her class because "it was difficult to 
teach a child behavior if the students 
couldn't also watch it." This year her 
students spend a few hours each week 
working in nursery schools and observ- 
ing child behavior first hand. 


The Hersey English students are not 


working in outside agencies, but are tak- 
ing advantage of outside services. Robert 
Wilferd, English teacher, is releasing his 
students from class to do research work 
at the Arlington Heights Library. 


A group of 27 drama students at Ar- 


lington High School will receive part of 
their instruction this year from Charles 
Booth, producer at the Arlington Park 
Theater. High school teacher Lyovonne 
Trad will supervise the apprentice pro- 
gram and grade the students.

Just Politics 
Light Shed On Rumsfeld's Future 


PEORIA — Donald Rumsfeld and his 


political future have been the subject of 
much speculation In recent weeks 


His appearance at the Illinois Munici- 


pal League annual conference here this 
week shed some light on why it is ap- 
parently true that the only interested 
party not concerned with that future is 
Donald Rumsfeld himself. 


Rumsfeld, former 13th District Con- 


gressman and former director of the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity, now a cab- 
inet level adviser to President Nixon, 
came here to deliver the opening address 
to this 58th annual conference of munici- 
pal officials from throughout the state. 
He used the opportunity to charge local 
officials with support for the President's 
new economic policies. 


Rumsfeld was on a tight schedule, de- 


parting for Washington immediately af- 
ter his speech. He arrived in time, how- 
ever, to lunch with Arlington Heights 
mayor Jack Walsh and his wife Joan. 
Walsh reported after the luncheon that 
Rumsfeld appeared somewhat puzzled 
over the speculation that he might return 
to his former congressional district to 
seek re-election to the House. 


BRIEF GLIMPSES of his workings in 


the White House make this under- 
standable. During the luncheon with 
Walsh, the mayor reported, Rumsfeld 
said that since his arrival in Peoria he 
had been summoned to return to Wash- 
ington for an 8 p.m. conference on hous- 
ing legislation in which the adminis- 
tration wanted his opinions. 


The following morning he was to leave 


Washington for two more speaking en- 


gagements where presumably he will lay 
more groundwork for the President's 
wage and price restrictions. 


During the course of his address, 


Rumsfeld casually worked in an anec- 
dote which developed during a recent 
private dinner with Admiral E. R. Zum- 
walt, Chief of Naval Operations. While 
all of that may seem mundane to those 
who travel in high political circles, it ap- 
pears that Rumsfeld is enjoying con- 
fidences and responsibilities which are 
not daily given to the rank and file of the 
House of Representatives. 


It seems far fetched that he would 


abandon that inner circle position to be- 
come once again one of four hundred and 
35 legislators in the House. Rumsfeld's 
position with Nixon seems to guarantee 
that the President will put him in what-

ever position he chooses when be decides 
to return again to the political arena. 


Rumsfeld based'his appeal to local offi- 


cials on a revitalization of what he called 
"the middle leadership." His position in 
the White House organization could be 
accurately described as that of a middle 
level leader. 


IT IS THIS, he said, on which volun- 


tary compliance with the wage and price 
restrictions is most vital. Rumsfeld ap- 
pealed to leaders of unions, churches, vil- 
lages and cities to assume that role. 


"This program cannot work unless it is 


gradually made fair and equitable," he 
declared, acknowledging the first emer- 
gency measures for inflation control con- 
tained inevitable inequities. "And it can't 
work without voluntary compliance." 


Voluntary compliance, he conceded, 


must be encouraged by "teeth" in en- 
forcement regulations. "There are teeth 
in internal revenue service laws, too," he 
said, "but without regard to penalties, 97 
per cent of the American people fill out 
each year a report on their income and 
send in their taxes." 


He declared that Nixon has sought to 


make his economic program as volun- 
tary as possible, leaving details of re- 
strictions to lower levels. 


Tongue in cheek, he declared that Nix- 


on could have "made it perfectly clear" 
what he demanded, but that he left the 
details up to various sectors of the Amer- 
ican people. 


It is this voluntary spirit that Rums- 


feld, as Executive Director of the new 
Cost of Living Council, is seeking to 
kindle as the President's personal emis- 
sary. 


If he can achieve that his personal po- 


litical future, as far as Richard M. Nixon 
is concerned, precludes any question of a 
return to Congress.

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Dixon Paints Grim Finance Picture

State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon outlined 


• grim picture of Illinois finances to 
members of the Arlington Height! Lions 
Club Tuesday night 


"Unless we begin to economize on the 


state level, we're going to be in real 
trouble next year," the Belleville Demo- 
crat said. 


"The plain fact is the new income tax 


(enacted two years ago) has already 
been sopped up. Government has grown 
Kid expanded to use it all. 


"We are in • position where I would 


have to indicate and anticipate a serious 
deficit next year." 


Dixon suggested that part of the in- 


creased government spending is due to 
the General Assembly's switch to annual, 
rather than biennial, sessions two years 
ago. 


"Somehow," Dixon said, "when legis- 


latures meet more often, they manage to 
spend more money." 


HE JOKINGLY said he was reminded 


of the adage. "No man's life, liberty or 
property is safe when the legislature is 
in session." 


According to Dixon, the Illinois legisla- 


ture appropriated $4.7 billion in its last 
biennial session two years ago. 


The first appropriation in annual ses- 


sions amounted to $4.4 billion, and an ad- 
ditional $5 billion was okayed inthe fiscal 
year which ended in June This amount 
is expected to total 16.9 billion by the end 
of the year, Dixon said. 


The figures represent an increase of 


250 per cent over the two-year period, he 
said, and he added, "We hope the admin- 
istration and our friends in the tegisla- 
: ture take a very close look at the money 


they spend. 


"Our projections based on the first 


quarter (of the current session) show 
that If we get every break — the econo- 
my stays stable or hopefully improves 
and the revenues expended do not exceed 
the largest anticipated amount — we'll 
end the year with a balance of $106 mil- 
lion," Dixon said. 


And that amount of cash reserves, he 


added, would be "a very dangerous sign 
for Illinoisians" compared to a $6 billion 
budget. 


Dixon, however, did not anticipate tax 


increases next year because it is a gu- 
bernatorial election year. 


HE ALSO POINTED out that collection 


of the state income tax last year for the 
first time doubled the state's revenue 
sources. In addition, Dixon said a recent 
magazine study showed Illinois taxes up 
$114 per citizen in fiscal 1969-70, the larg- 
est increase in the country. 


In answer to an audience question, 


Dixon said he hoped the U.S. Supreme 
Court would reverse the Illinois high 
court's decision that the personal proper- 
ty tax, as approved by voters in the state 
constitution, is unconstitutional. 


The court ruled that the state cannot 


tax corporations and exempt individuals. 


Dixon suggested that if the decision is 


upheld, the General Assembly may pass 
a modified form of the bill, taxing only 
revenue-producing personal 
property, 


such as bakery trucks, but not nonre- 
venue-producing items, such as homes or 
cars. 


The treasurer also briefly outlined a 


local revenue bond plan be had an- 
nounced Monday night at a meeting of 
the Illinois Municipal League in Peoria.

Alcoholism is an illness and it may be 


hereditary, according to Or. Marc A. 
Shuckit, chief resident of the University 
of California's San Diego Medical School. 


"Alcoholism is an illness because It 


has the same characteristics of any ill- 
ness." Dr. Shuckit explained. "Those 
characteristics include an onset of the ill- 
ness, a certain course that it runs, the 
chances of recovery can be determined 
when it's diagnosed and as in other ill- 


i it tends to run in families. 


"The only difference," he added, "is 


there is no laboratory test to prove alco- 
holism, but pneumonia was known as an 
illness before we had the microscope." 


Dr Shuckit said research has shown 


an individual can have some genes car- 
rying alcoholism, but whether or not that 
person becomes an alcoholic depends 
largely on his environment. 


"Almost half the children born to an 


alcoholic parent become alcoholic and it 
is possible that certain populations carry 
certain genetic alcohol loads," he said. 


"FOR 
INSTANCE." he continued, 


"statistics show that Irish people are 
more prone to alcoholism, as are the 
French when compared with Jews. And 
experiments have shown that when a rat 
with a high preference for alcohol is 
cross bred with a rat with a low prefer- 
ence for alcohol the children have an al- 
coholic preference which lies somewhere 
between the two parents " 


Dr Shuckit thinks there are possibly 


several reasons for alcoholism. "Maybe 
there's an anxiety level and the way the 
centra] nervous system and the brain 
function would make a person nervous 
all the time. He may find that when he 
drinks alcohol the nervousness 
goes 


away so he drinks alcohol to calm down. 
Or there's the possibility that an alcohol- 
ic has a particular enzyme that's depend- 
ent on alcohol in order to function prop- 
erly. This may make the body crave al- 
cohol I think, though, that alcoholism is 
probably an anxiety illness. 


"Alcohol is a funny drug," he added. 


"With the first few drinks most people 
feel euphoric but after a while the real 
affect comes out and alcohol acts as a 
depressant making most people feel low, 
blue, anxious, nervous. A lot of people 


drink to get rid of that feeling and their 
drinking becomes a vicious cycle — the 
more they drink — the more they need." 


Dr. Shuckit offers this advice to chil- 


dren of alcoholics: "If your parents 
drink excessively, stay completely away 
from alcohol and you've eliminated the 
chance you, too, will become alcoholic." 


He added that alcoholism is not a mor- 


al depravity but an illness and should be 
recognized as a disease just as any other 
psychiatric illness. 


"The difference between drinking and 


alcoholism is the person who drinks in 
small amounts and enjoys it isn't suffer- 
ing from any moral or psychiatric prob- 
lem. The real difficulty is with those 
people who can't handle small amounts 
of alcohol — they usually go onto alcohol- 
ism."

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Pharmacists working in area Oaco and 


Turnstyle stores may be censured for the 
stores' recent decisions to post listings of 
prescription drugs 


The seven-member Illinois Board of 


Pharmacy recommended Monday that 
the pharmacists working in stores where 
prescription drugs and controlled sub- 
stances (those singled out for protection 
from abuse) are posted could be sus- 
pended or revoked. The board regulates 
the licensing of Illinois' 9,000 pharmac- 
ists 


"There will be a hearing on this, prob- 


ably within two weeks," said Philip 
Sacks chairman of the Illinois Board of 
Pharmacy He said the board's recom- 
mendation is subject to the review of 
Board Dir William Robinson and the 
courts A violation of the state phar- 
maceutical code, as regulated by the Illi- 
nois Registration and Education Depart- 
ment was cited as the basis of the 
board's recommendation. 


The licenses of pharmacists working 


for Osco Drugs, Inc , and the Turnstyle 
family centers are at stake Both com- 
panies, subsidiaries of the Jewel Com- 
panies, Inc., recently announced the 
posting of selected prescription prices 
within their stores The Osco firm has 84 


outlets in the Chicago metropolitan area 
including several in the Northwest sub- 
urbs; Turnstyle has several Chicago 
area outlets including one in Arlington 
Heights. 


FOLLOWING THE warning issued by 


the Illinois Board of Pharmacy, Osco 
Pres. Richard G Cline predicted that 
"no Osco Drugs pharmacist is going to 
lose his license over the posting of pre- 
scription drug prices 


"Price posting provides information 


which consumers both need and have a 
right to know. We have a competent le- 
gal opinion that posting of prescription 
prices does not violate any state law or 
any regulation of the State Board of 
Pharmacy," Cline said. 


The Osco executive said he does not 


understand the action of the state board 
because he does not see price-posting as 
a threat to public health or safety. "I 
have met with our pharmacists and they 
are proud of this act," he said. "They 
are among the first in the nation to pro- 
vide price information to consumers in 
this manner. We intend to fully support 
with every means at our disposal every 
pharmacist who works at any Osco 
Drugs pharmacy where this information 
is a-, ailable for public reference." 


Osco Drugs Stores, Inc., extended the 


listing of prescription drug prices to 176 
stores in 16 states on Monday 


PAUL WILLIAMS, Osco's director of 


professional cervices, said yesterday that 
other pharmacies in Elgin and Rockford 
followed the Osco move to post pre- 
scription drug prices. "We say tint we're 
not advertising the drugs," said Wil- 
liams. "We're just providing informa- 
tion " 


Williams said the Osco firm received a 


letter of congratulations for its price- 
posting move from assistant attorney 
general in the antitrust division, V. S. 
D e p a r t m e n t of Justice, Richard 
McLaren 


What is the rationale that would prohi- 


bit the public from having this informa- 
tion, would be a good question for the 
Illinois board seeking to censure phar- 
macists for posting prescription drug in- 
formation said Jerome Lamet assistant 
regional director of the Federal Trade 


Commission in Chicago. Lamet said he 
could not speak for the commission on 
the Illinois price-posting situation but 
that his agency is concerned that any ad- 
vertising is truthful, and that competition 
is allowed to keep prices at the lowest 
possible level.

WASHINGTON (UPD _ All of the ex- 


perts who did such a swell job of clari- 
fying the administration's new economic 
program are now being called to clarify 
the administration's new laundry deter- 
gent policy.

Q I think I've got it. The government 


is advising us to start using them again 
because they no longer cause water pol- 
lution, right? 


A Wrong. Phosphates are as pollutive 


as ever 


Q. Then the government's new policy 


must mean that water pollution is no 
longer bad 


A. Wrong again. The government has 


recommended a return to phosphates be- 
cause the ingredients used as phosphate 
substitutes were worse than the real 
thing. 


Q. Worse from 
an 
environmental 


standpoint? 


A. No, worse from a gastonomical 


standpoint. It turned out that the phos- 
phate substitues can be fatal if acciden- 
tally eaten. 


Q. SO WHERE does this leave us? 
A. It leaves us looking for a detergent 


that not only has ecological advantages 
over phosphates but also is more diges- 
tible than phosphate substitutes. 


Q. That's a pretty tall order. Why 


couldn't we just go back to using soap? 


A. Soap doesn't wash shirts whiter 


than white. 


Q. Suppose everyone wore colored 


shirts. Would that solve the problem? 


A. Not entirely. Colored shirts washed 


with soap are insufficiently bright. 


Q. So what this boils down to is a 


choice between dingy shirts and dingy 
water, is that right?

often Decenary for repair jobs. The 
blowtorch is the easy, handy way of get- 
ting such heat. Safety depends on care- 
ful, sensible handling. The big problem 
with blowtorcnes so far as safety goes is 
handling the fuel. 


Even this has become much safer with 


the growing popularity of the propane 
torch. While the older gasoline, kerosene 
and alcohol torches are still around, the 
propane torch is fast replacing them. 
The newer torch offers no problem in 
fueling and is easier to light and keep 
going. 


Gasoline and kerosene torches, in the 


larger sizes, have pump assemblies to 
keep them generating. In smaller sixes 
you can get alcohol and gasoline torches 
that are self-generating. All need filling. 


The propane torch consists of a burner 


unit mounted on a metal fuel cylinder 
smaller than a quart bottle. The cylinder 
contains propane gas under pressure 
which has turned it to a liquid. As it is 
released as a gas it expands 400 times. 


SIZE OF FLAME is controlled with a 


knob on the burner head. Air mixture is 
controlled automatically. 


Screwing on the burner head automati- 


cally opens the tank although the gas 
doesn't start to flow until you open the 
valve. A self-sealing valve on the tank 
closes when you remove the burner bead. 


Open the valve, strike a match (or use 


a spark lighter) and you are in business. 


Propane torches are sold with a regu- 


lar blowtorch head that delivers a rela- 
tively large flame for heavy work. A 
pencil burner also is available to provide 
narrower flame for fine work. 


There are accessories to make the 


torch more versatile. One is a flame 
spreader that goes over the standard 
burner head. This provides a wide flame 
for such work as burning off paint, an- 
tiquing furniture. 


Soldering tips fit over the burner so 


that the flame is enclosed in the dp. This 
gives you a constantly heated soldering 
iron. Like an electric iron it needs no 
reheating. Unlike an electric iron you 
can take it anywhere. 


A CUTTING TIP goes on like the sol- 


dering tip. makes your torch useful for 


cutting tile, wood-burning and removing 
putty. 


When using soldering or cutting tips 


use a small flame. The large flame 
waste* fuel and shortens the life of the 
tip. In general, use a small rather than 
large flame for any work. Adjust care- 
fully for steady burning before starting.

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St. Viator Marriage Course Is Popular 
Offer 'Sex And The Single Senior'

Seniors at St. Viator Catholic High 


School in Arlington Heighta are learning 
a little more than everything they always 
wanted to know about sex, and three St. 
Viator teachers are finding the boys 
aren't afraid to ask. 


It's all part of a newly desiped mar- 


riage course being offered at the high 
school this year under a team-teaching 
arrangement involving a priest, an ath- 
letic coach and a married woman. 


The students have been probing human 


sexuality and marriage in all its various 
dimensions. 


"Human sexuality is the core of human 


personality and relationship. 


"Sex has human meaning only in 


terms of relationship and love 


"MARRIAGE IS a responsible ex- 


pression of Christian love." 


These are the three fundamental prem- 


ises the seniors are asked to evaluate 
through their reading and discussion. 


"We try to help the kids go from the 


marriage level to their own dating lev- 
el," says Bernice McCarthy, one of the 
teachers, who admits she is sometimes 
hampered in class by the absence of oth- 
er females. 


All three of the course instructors 


come to the subject of sex and marriage 
with different beliefs and experiences, 
and a unanimous opinion among the stu- 
dents or the faculty is rare. 


The course is divided into seven units 


of study: 


—Sexuality, development and devel- 


opmental psychology. 


—Masculinity-femininity, physiological 


psychological and cultural. 


—Interpersonal relationships, 
affec- 


tion, friendship, eros, love; hetero- 
sexuality, homosexuality. 


—Community, celibacy, sacramentality 


of marriage. 


—Choosing a partner. 
—Husband, wife & family, mutual rela- 


tionships, parental rotes, contraception, 
abortion, divorce. 


A RECENT CLASS devoted to sex and 


friendship brought students face to face 
with the weighty problem of whether 
sex can be enjoyed by itself, without love 
or even lasting friendship. 


Taking off from a passage in Albert 


Ellis' "Sex and the Single Man," Mrs. 
McCarthy asks the students if they first 
can visualize couples living according to 
the book's premise that sex is for pleas- 


Harper Approves 'Roving Counselor' 


Counseling service at Harper College 


in Palatine is leaving the office to rove 
about the campus. 


Employment of a "roving social thera- 


pist-counselor" was approved by the 
Harper Board of Trustees last week. The 
counselor will be a graduate of a social 
therapy program at Firest Hospital in 
Des Plaines. He will also hold a B.<V 
degree. 


Hiring a roving counselor is the first 


step in a plan to expand the counseling 
service at Harper According to Robert 
Lahti. college president, "the counseling 
staff is on one road now. The counselor 
goes to his office and sits there from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. We need a combination 
approach to counseling both from the of- 


fice and from the campus at large. We 
should concentrate more on preventing a 
rroblem than on repairing it after- 
wards." 


"Traditionally, a lot of students don't 


seek out counselors," added Guerin Fis- 
cher, vice president of student affairs. 
"If we take a counselor and send him out 
to the social areas of the campus, he can 
talk to students he might not otherwise 
meet." 


As a graduate student, the roving coun- 


s e 1 o r will be classified a "para- 
professional." The "professional" coun- 
selors at Harper have completed the nec- 
essary graduate courses. Fischer pointed 
out that, "we can reach more people for 
less m o n e y by hiring a para- 


professional." 


Before approving the proposal, several 


trustees questioned the advisability of us- 
ing a paraprofessional for the new pro- 
gram. Trustees Jessalyn Nicklas and 
Gene Nugent proposed using the new 
roving approach with the present coun- 
seling staff. Trustee Ross Miller pointed 
out that a Forest Hospital student might 
get a "shrink" stigma. In the final vote 
Nicklas was the only trustee to turn 
down the proposal. 


Lahti told the trustees it would be ad- 


vantageous to use a para-professional be- 
cause "young people would he dealing 
with young people. In addition, the para- 
professional can take some of the load 
off the regular counseling staff." 


Act May Restore School Personnel Cuts 


Relief to school districts hard-pressed 


for money may be in sight, according to 
the elected leader of the 66,000 member 
Illinois Education Association (IEA) 


Pointing to the Emergency Employ- 


ment Act of 1971. signed into law by 
President Nixon, Miss Blanche Erst, IEA 
president, said. "Illinois would receive a 
total of $17,910,000 for hiring presently 
unemployed workers for positions of pub- 
tic employment School districts which 
have been forced to cut back on person- 
nel because of financial crisis could be- 
gin to restore much needed teachers, 
particularly in areas such as special edu- 
cation which have been hard hit as a re- 
sult of the recent layoffs 


The act permits state and local bodies 


to employ additional personnel during 
periods in which the unemployment rate 
goes above 4.5 per cent Almost 200,000 
unemployed workers could be hired as a 
result of the 2.5 billion dollars provided 


in the act. 


"The legislation could enable state and 


local officials to fight the contradictory 
demands facing them," continued Miss 
Erst. "On the one hand public officials 
are faced with diminishing sources of in- 
come and on the other they are faced 
with demands for increased service. 
Teachers, finding a surplus in the num- 
ber of available teachers for the first 
time, are caught in a crowded market 
and watch as districts cut back personnel 
due to financial problems." 


The provisions of the act permit any 


state, city, county or subdivision of those 
units to apply to the Secretary of Labor 
for a contract under the Emergency Em- 
ployment Act. Federal funds would pay 
up to 90 per cent of the cost and 85 per 
cent of the funds paid out must go 
directly to employes in the form of 
wages or other benefits. 


Miss Erst commented, "This act al- 


lows education to take one of the great- 
est leaps forward in the history of Amer- 
ican education. With a teacher surplus 
and availability of massive amounts of 
new money, class size could be reduced, 
more could be done for urban children, 
special education programs can be im- 
proved, more can be done for cfis- 
advantaged children, dropouts can be 
given special programs, and in short ev- 
ery area of the educational program 
could be improved with competent teach- 
ers providing an infusion of new prog- 
ress." 


lEA's president also pointed out that 


the act would permit para-professionals 
being employed to assist in nonteaching 
duties. IEA will be working with school 
districts in an effort to devise programs 
which would meet the guidelines of the 
new act and improve education through- 
out the state.

"SEVERAL OF THE students have 


suggested that in the future we put more 
emphasis on dating than marriage," 
Mrs. McCarthy said. "Right now that's 
where they're at and many of them are 
looking for very specific answers to their 
own personal problems." 


She believes the team-teaching ap- 


proach has had several advantages over 
a single instructor. Each teacher has 
been able to specialize in areas where he 
feels most knowledgeable. 


For example, Father Donald Fitzsim- 


mons will lead the discussion on the phi- 
losophy of celibacy. In addition, the team 
approach shows the students that often 
there is no simple, single answer to ques- 
tions of sexuality and marriage. 


Pat Mahoney, a coach at St. Viator, 


can relate to the students in many areas 
that both Mrs. McCarthy and Father 
Fitzsimmons might find difficult. 


The new marriage course is one of the 


most popular at St. Viator this year. By 
June, almost every senior will have 
elected to take it, and students and 
teachers will be able to sit down and talk 
about how the course could be changed 
for next year. 


Mrs. McCarthy said the course has 


also been well received among parents. 


For many seniors, the marriage course 


may well be the first serious, adult expe- 
rience they've had in what is a sensitive 
and often troubled social area. And it is 
the intent of the course instructors to 
make that experience as complete and 
relevant to the students as they can.

program today involves 364 news- 
papers and 33,575 schools, annually 
reaching more than 5 million stu- 
dents throughout the U. S. and 
Canada.

Strict Construction 


One of those phrases that means 


all things to all people is "strict 
construction." 


With two new vacancies to be 


filled on the U.S. Supreme Court, 
President Nixon has said he will 
seek "strict constructionists" to fill 
them — that is, judges who will be 
guided by the letter of the Con- 
stitution 
and 
not go 
messing 


around in matters not specifically 
treated therein, such as school bus- 
ing, one-man-one-vote, etc. 


One man's strict construction, 


however, is another's loose think- 
ing. 


The late Hugo Black, for ex- 


ample, revered as one of the great- 
est liberals to sit on the bench, con- 
sidered himself to be a strict con- 
structionist. As regards the First 
Amendment's guarantee of free 
speech especially, he believed that 
the Constitution "meant what it 
said, no more, no less." There 
could be no controls whatsoever on 
speech or print. 


Other jurists, as equally dedi- 


cated to upholding the Constitution, 
considered this to be an unaccep- 
tably broad reading of that amend- 
ment 


"To talk of 'strict construc- 


tionists' is to use a meaningless 
phrase," says Philip B. Kurland, 
professor of law at the University 
of Chicago. "The grand provisions 
of the Constitution — whether they 
be 'due process of law,' 'cruel and 
unusual punishment,' 
'abridging 


the freedom of speech or of the 
press' or 'the right to a speedy and 
public trial' — are not susceptible 
to dictionary definition." 


These are sweeping concepts 


which have to be adapted to each 
new development in a 
swiftly 


changing society, he says. Anyone 
who asserts that there can be 
"strict construction" of the Con- 
stitution is only displaying his na- 
ivete about that document and the 
role of the Supreme Court as its 
expositor. 


The vital role of the court in a 


day when more and more power 
over the lives and fortunes of every 
American is more and more con- 
centrated in the national govern- 
ment, says Kurland, is to protect 
the individual against the in- 
cursions of the leviathan. 


That is the only kind of "con- 


struction" the President should be 
concerned about.

Volunteers Tackle Creek Clean-Up 


For the past several days it has been 


my good fortune to be the recipient of 
numerous congratulations for the part 
which I played in the recently completed 
Clean the Creek Campaign in Schaum- 
burg. I would like to take this opportuni- 
ty to place the credit for the clean-up's 
success where the credit is due. 


The greatest task in organizing a proj- 


ect of this magnitude is in making its 
existence known to those people who are 
to be involved in it. As a community ser- 
vice project, consisting solely of volun- 
teer workers, the problem of publicizing 
our need for help was our greatest con- 
cern. However, shortly after our initial 
efforts to do so, the staff of the Schaum- 
burg Herald contacted me and offered 
their assistance in recruting volunteer 
workers. 


Risking what could have been total em- 


barrassment, and showing great trust in 
the ability of his co-workers, Steve Nov- 
ick set out to recruit 200 volunteers from 
our community who would be willing to 
help remove the.debris which clogged 
the waterways which run through our 
Village. As I have been previously 
quoted, the results were fantastic! Mr. 
Novick, along with the dedicated efforts 
of Nancy Cowger, Pat Gerlach and Jerry 
Thomas, assembled a volunteer work 
force consisting of men and women, both 
young and adult, who turned out in mass 
to demonstrate that their environment 
was of prime concern to them. 


The work force was divided into 


groups, each group supervised by volun- 
teer members of the Schaumburg Civil 
Defense. Under the direction of Mr. Rob- 
ert Ciner, these men did what they al- 
ways have done -in a time of need — a 
magnificent job! The efforts which they 
put forth further demonstrated the value 


of this group of- dedicated men to our 
community. 


The problem of picking up and dis- 


posing of the trash removed from the 
creeks was turned over to Mr. J. C. 
Smith of the Schaumburg Public Works 
Department. Working on their own time, 
Mr. Smith and his crew operated the 
heavy equipment and trucks that were 
used to lift and haul the debris away

dred miles away the retail price for 


regular grade gasoline ranges from 23.9 
to 29.9 cents per gallon. This range of 
prices has been maintained for some 
time with no apparent difference in ser- 
vice offered. 


I am sure your readers would be inter- 


ested in the dealer's explanation of the 
great disparity in prices between two 
areas closely related both economically 
and geographically.

Wall Street executives will 
give other reasons for interest in life in- 
surance. The insurance companies also 
are interested. 


"Financial planning Is the key to the 


future of the retail brokerage house," 
said Chapman Clark, • vice president of 
Thomson * McKinnon Auchincloes. "And 
life insurance is the key to financial 
planning." 


An Important factor for brokerages, 


Chapman said, is life Insurance sales 
would mean "a very significant source of 


revenue from commissions" which would 
help maintain brokerage branch sys- 
tems. During the past year and a half, a 
number of firms have closed their 
branch offices outside New York City be- 
cause of a lack of money. "They are ex- 
pensive to maintain," Clark said. 


LIFE INSURANCE officials apparent- 


ly approve of the scheme, "There is an 
obvious advantage for us in the life in- 
surance field to have another outlet for 
our product and to the broker to have a 
bigger portfolio for his client," said 
Frank Lagaman of Connecticut Life In- 
surance Co. of Hartford, Conn. Clark es- 
timated NYSE approval of the life insur- 
ance proposal would give the industry up 
—to 50,000 new salesmen. 


Life insurance sales by stock brokers 


already Is In practice in other areas of 
the country. The Midwest Stock Ex- 
change, based in Chicago, approved such 
sales Nov. 5, 1969, and according to ex- 
change Vice President Lawrence Conway 
"it's worked out well." 


There has been discussion for Wall 


Street brokers to sell life insurance for a 
number of years. But the idea appears to 
have gamed strength within the past 
year. 


James Wording of the Association of 


Stock Exchange Firms took • survey last 
year which showed 70 per cent of the 
New York firms questioned favored life 
insurance sales. "And since then," Word- 
ing said, "I think some of those who 
didn't approve at first have changed 
their minds."

The decision by Nuclear Data, Inc., to

For the six months ended Aug. 31,

Sandberg added. 


The sals* total for the six month period 


of 1971 was 14,758,850, compared with 
$3.018.735 in 1970. Net income in this 
year's period was $26,821, equal to 4 
cents a share, compared with $400,121, or 
55 cents a share, In the corresponding 
period last year. 


For the three month period ended Aug. 


31. sales were 12,412,065 against 


$2,644,811. The company incurred a loss 
of $174,285, or 23 cents a share in 1971, 
compared with net income of $215,456, or 
29 cents a share, in the 1970 quarter. 


Under normal conditions, said Sand- 


berg, the company would have entered 
new fields at a pace which would not put 
large extraordinary expenses in one 
quarter. However, management decided 
that immediate action was indicated, in 
view of the opportunity in dedicated com- 
puter systems for retail point-of-sale.

Mandatory wage and price controls 


will ultimately have a bullish effect on 
the stock market. 


That's the view of Manown Kiaor Jr. 


research director of Paine, Webber, 
Jackson & Curtis, who feels the adminis- 
tration's anti-inflation actions will make 
for "relatively slower gains in profits 
over the next three quarters and more 
rapid increases in the second half of 1972 
and on into 1973. 


"Whether we are on the threshold of a 


period similar to the 1961-1966 experience 
remains to be seen, but the prospects for 
a profitable economy of such duration 
certainly are better now than they were 
two months ago," he said. 


He sees continued wage restraints as 


beneficial. "In most major industries, 
wages now are negotiated by private In- 
dividuals whose responsibilities to their 
company or to their union often conflict 
with the public interest, and while the 
classic textbooks on economics say that 
free-market forces operate to resolve 
such conflicts and to contribute to the 
good of all, they do not consider the jam- 
ming of the mechanism by the com- 
mitment to full employent." 


On the price side, he notes that "any 


proposal for regulating wages without 
regulating prices scarcely would have 
been expected to make much headway. 
Despite the fact that most business lead- 
ers and the public at large apparently 


favor wage restraints, with or without 
the accompaniment of price controls, po- 
litical reality suggested the 'with.'" 


Speculating on the enactment of some 


form of control on profits, Kisor notes: 
"Our own belief is that an excess profits 
tax will be talked about but not enacted, 
but if a non-confiscatory set of controls 
on income were the only way to effect 
controls on wages, we would opt for it. 
Some limitation on rising profits seems 
far better than no control at all over a 
deteriorating situation." 


Electricity Price 
Keeps Declining 


Although the rising costs of providing 


service and anti-pollution measures have 
reversed an electricity price trend that 
was on the downgrade for most of the 
past decade, the average cost of a resi- 
dential kilowatt-hour in 1971 is 2.17 cents 
— the same as it was in 1967. 


Ten years ago, according to a recent 


Electrical World Industry-wide tabula- 
tion, a residential kilowatt-hour cost 2.45 
cents. The same survey Indicates that 
the average annual bill for residential 
electric service this year will be $162.60 
for 7,480 kilowatt-hours of use, compared 
with $96.48 for only 4,019 kilowatt-hours 
in 1961.

Gasoline pump prices Jo the area are 


slipping deapite the effort! of Mine re- 
tailers to buck the price wan. 


Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief of 


Platt's digram, a daily industry report, 
said, "Prices are steadily weakening in 
the Chicago area. Last week there were 
cuts of 2 to 5 cents a gallon if the oil 
companies gave price supports but there 
are 7-ceni cuts reported this weak." 


Stepped-up competition often prompts 


the major oil companies to initiate price 
supports as they seek to gain customers 
in the gas wars. As the price drops from 
the normal level (40.4 cents a gallon for 
regular) the majors absorb 70 per cent of 
the loss and the dealer usually pays 30 
per cent of the amount. 


HE PREDICTS oil companies will 


probably not try to raise prices for at 
least several months as allowed under 
the price controls set up by President 
Nixon due to problems in maintaining 
normal price levels caused by gas wars. 


E. G. Albano. executive officer of the 


Gasoline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago said he is advising the 
2,500 association members fa the Chicago 
area to ignore the price wars. "We are 
advising an our dealers to forget the 
price signs," he said. "If the oil com- 
pany gives them a subsidy so they'll low- 
er their prices we tell them to keep their 
prices up and put the subsidy in their 
pocket." 


Consumers gain bargain prices during 


the gas wars but the participating deal- 


en lose profits Albano said. "The loser 
is the dealer who goes along with the 
price war," he said. "It costs him too 
much to pump the gasoline. If there's no 
profit margin, the volume doesn't mean 
anything." He estimates that price cuts 
in the Chicago area range from 3 to 9 
cents a gallon. 


The price wars could be eliminated if 


majors stopped selling gas at cut-rate 
prices to independent dealers according 
to Albano. 


Hugo said he is not qualified to com- 


ment on whether the major oil com- 
panies start gas wars by selling gasoline 
cheaply to independents. 


Noting there has been criticism of the 


oil companies' and retailers' efforts to 
restore normal pump prices for gasoline, 
he said, "Some people say this would be 
gouging the public, but they are pitifully 
misinformed." 


He cited Platts (Migrant figures- in- 


dicating related price increases since 
1955. The cost per gallon to the service 
station operator rose from 16.8 cents a 
gallon in 1955 to 19.S cents a gallon In 


1971,* Hugo said. The cost to the customer 
excluding taxes rose from 22.9 cents a 
gallon to 27.4 cents; taxes climbed from 
7 cents to 13 cents a gallon; and the deal- 
er gross profit margin rose from 6.1 
cents to 7.8 cents a gallon. 


Hugo suggested a means of lowering 


the normal pump prices would be to roll 
back taxes. The price for gasoline is in 
creasing at a slower rate than for othei 
commodities be said.

Vasectomy Topic Of Conference 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Vasectomy is now considered a "ster- 


ilization" operation. Vasectomized males 
are warned by their physicians that the 
operation is not to be considered rever- 
sible and their decision should include 
the desire to never again produce a 
child. 


Vasectomy is not a contraceptive oper- 


ation. Not now, at least. The possibility 
of it becoming so was discussed Friday 
at the First National Conference on Va* 
sectomy, sponsored by the Midwest Pop- 
ulation Center of Chicago and Vasectomy 
Service!), Inc. of Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Matthew Freund, Ph.D., a noted semi- 


nologist and researcher, addressed the 
250 physicians, nurses, technicians, para- 
medical personnel, psychologists and so- 
cial workers who came from across the 
United States. Canada and Mexico to at- 
tend the two-day conference. 


THE REVERSIBILITY of Vasectomy 


can be divided into three major cate- 
gories, Freund told the audience. These 
procedures include the surgical reversal 
of vasectomy (vasovasostomy), the pre- 
servation of the fertility of the patient in 
the form of frozen sperm and the use of 
mechanical devices for reversibility. 


These procedures would give the male 


"fertility insurance," Freund said, possi- 
bly opening the door to many who have 
avoided the operation due to its per- 
manence, 


"There is a whole new group of men 


who want to control fertility rather than 
wanting a permanent procedure," he 
said. 


"While numerous procedures for va- 


sovasostomy have been reported, the re- 
sulting conception rate has been very low 
despite the reappearance of sperm in the 
ejeculates of most of the patients," he 
said. 


HE ADDED THAT although the sur- 


geon may be able to produce a perfect 
joining of the previously severed vas, the 
sperm output is less than before vasecto- 
my and conception rate is very low. 


Research is being conducted to see if 


the sperm output increases as time 
elapses and Freund called for more ex- 


tensive study — up to at least a three- 
year period — on this. 


Mechanical devices, which can either 


be surgically removed or turned off and 
on, are being designed and experimented 
with. 


"The standard for efficient rever- 


sibility would be some type of a simple 
operation with the insertion of a device 
into the vas which would cause little tis- 
sue reaction or loss of function and 
which would allow for the return to nor- 
mal function of the vas and the ejacula- 
tion of healthy sperm," Freund said. 


AT THIS TIME, only one method has 


been effective in providing "fertility in- 
surance." 


"There is presently available a prac- 


tical and proven technique for reversible 
vasectomy — the use of a frozen semen 
bank for the preservation of the potential 
fertility of vasectomized men. A frozen 
semen bank which contains the viable 
sperm of men who have used vasectomy 
for contraception represents a true meth- 
od for reversible vasectomy in terms of 
perpetuating their fertility." 


Freund pointed out that the semen 


bank will "indefinitely" preserve sperm, 
and the provision of such banks should 
act as an incentive for the increased use 
of vasectomy as it removes the major 
drawback — loss of fertility. 


He warned, however, that sperm 


banks should be handled by the medical 
profession — as are blood banks — rath- 
er than private industry. 


(THE REV. DON C. SHAW, director of 


Midwest Population Center in Chicago, 
later told the Herald that the Center has 
been looking into the possibility of setting 
up such a facility in Chicago. He esti- 
mated that the cost for an individual to 
keep his sperm in such a bank would be 
$25 to put it in and $25 a year to keep it 
there. He added that the staff of the Mid- 
west Population Center would still advise 
clients not to consider the operation as a 
method of birth control and to consider it 
irreversible, despite a sperm bank.) 


"More than 400 children have been 


born as a result of artificial insemination 
with frozen semen," Freund said. Fol- 
low-ups have been done on all of these 


children, using naturally conceived chil- 
dren as a control group. All of these chil- 
dren have been normal. 


THE SPERM bank idea will not'only 


be useful in preserving the fertility of 
vasectomized males, Freund stated, but 
it will have other uses: the preservation 
of the fertility of men having medical 


procedures which might damage their 
fertility, the preservation of the fertility 
of men who undergo or are exposed to 
large amounts of radiation (which de- 
stroys fertility), and for the use of semen 
in artificial insemination in cases of in- 
fertility. 


He gave his audience guidelines on 


how to set up a frozen sperm bank, em- 
phasizing that semen analysis is critical 
to success. "A successful semen bank 
should be kept within the medical com- 
munity and handled by only the medical 
profession. Frozen semen should be only 
given to doctors. Otherwise we may wind 
up on the road to madness," he said. 


Doctor Deplores Population Crisis 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


A population crisis does exist today 


and the methods of safe, effective and 
acceptable birth controls do not. 


That assertion was made by Dr. Abel 


J. Leader, clinical professor of urology 
at Baylor College of Medicine and the 
Postgraduate School of Medicine of the 
University of Texas, at the First Nation- 
al Conference on Vasectomy last Friday. 


Dr. Leader deplored the continuing 


population explosion and the lack of ef- 
fective birth control methods to prevent 
it. 


"Present projections indicate that 


there will be four billion people in 1975, 
eight billion people in 2005 and 16 billion 
people by 2025. At conservative estimate, 
there will be at least 15 billion people in 
the world within the lifetime of a child 
born today," Leader said. He stated that 
this conclusion is based on simple math- 
ematics which are undeniable and unar- 
guable. 


TECHNICAL ADVANCES have prom- 


ised much for the future of man, Leader 
said, including the green revolution 
which has doubled the yield of crops of 
wheat and rice, forestalling the pros- 
pects of famine in the developing coun- 
tries. 


"This has prompted in some degree of 


complacency with regard to the rapid 
growth rates of populations that is tin- 
warranted. In 1970, when accepting tie 
Nobel Prize for his principal role in la- 
thering the green revolution, Dr. Norman 
Borlaug said, 'We have won a temporary 


success in man's war against hunger and 
deprivation: it has given us breathing 
space ... The modest'progress we have 
made can at best be only 20 to 30 years 
of time on the food production front. Dur- 
ing this period, the world must come to 
grips with the frightening population 
monster or destroy itself.' 


"DESPITE SOME of the recent state- 


ments in the press suggesting that we 
may be leveling off our population 
growth rate at a simple replacement 
rate, the obverse is true," Leader said. 


"Over a billion births will have to be 


prevented during the next 30 years to 
bring 
down the world's 
population 


growth rate from its present two per 
cent to an annual rate of one per cent by 
the year 2,000. This task may be the 
most difficult mankind has ever faced, 
for it involves the most fundamental, in- 
stinctive drive of all life, perpetuation of 
the species." 


Leader stated that we do not have 


birth control methods anywhere near 
perfect. "The urgency of the situation, if 
we are to believe the figures and the per- 
formances of the world's peoples in the 
past, calls for an immediate and vigor- 
ous program of population control with 
the best tools we now have available." 


MALE AND female sterilization has 


been suggested as such a tool, Leader 
said. Most married couples achieve their 
desired family size early, facing a possi- 
bility of unwanted pregnancies for ap- 
proximately 20 years thereafter. 


'"Although this is a vasectomy confer- 


ence, female sterilization also serves toe 


larger purpose of saving ourselves from 
ourselves in the matter of profligate pro- 
creation. If we cannot yet convince the 
men, their wives may well prove to be 
more receptive in cooperating with our 


He called for a centrally directed na- 


tional publicity program to inform the 
public of steriu'zaton, and specifically va- 
sectomy. Such a campaign could be di- 
rected by the Office of Population Affairs 
of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, he suggested. 


"VASECTOMY AND tubal ligation are 


both permanent procedures and should 
be considered as such. It is wrong to hold 
out hopes of successful reversibility as 
ah inducement for vasectomy . . . Until 
we know a great deal more about the 
usefulness of personal sperm banking in 
anticipation of vasectomy, its , value 
should not be exaggerated or exploited 
commercially. 


"The time grows short, and the re- 


straint that has previously resulted in the 
inaction of our political leaders and ad- 
ministrators in order to avoid giving of- 
fense to people who refuse to recognize 
the dangers of explosive population 
growth is now out of tune with the reali- 
ties of existence. 


"Until such a time as research in re- 


production yields the results that may 
be reasonably expected from it that will 
blunt the threat of the extinction of the 
human race from its own excesses, va- 
sectomy remains, with tubal ligation, the 
most effective instrument we have."

,iii(1 decorating, and Mr. Pearson's class 
quickly dispelled the stereotype image of 
expensive, untouchable interior decora- 
tors 


Basic Interior Design is part of a new 


two-year program at Harper College to 
prepare students for sales-oriented posi- 
tions in retail home furnishings and for 
interior design departments of major 
stores 


MRS. PEARSON, interior designer and 


instructor, says the program was in- 
itiated because industry needs people 
with basic design and sales knowledge. 


"There has been a large gap between 


the kind of interior decorators many art 
schools produce and those that retail and 
furniture stores need," she said. "We 
want to train people who can act as de- 
sign consultants to average consumers." 


Rising levels of consumer sophis-

Ever hear of leaf gardening? 
[t is one of the secrets of good garden- 


er? After they've absorbed the visual 
delight of changing fall colors, good gar- 
deners get benefit No. 2 from 
the 


ieave;- 
winter protection. 


It is easy to tell the real gardeners 


frnm the black thumbs this time of year. 
The flower failures have bags of leaves 
at their curbs lined up for the garbage 
pickup The others are busy spreading 
their leaves around flower beds, trees 
.tnd into compost piles. 


I saw a little old man driving down 


Campbell Street last week busy hoarding 
other people's rejects because he did not 
iuve enough leaves-of his own, 


t.FAFMOLD (a combination of leaves 


.md soil that are worked together and set 
until the leaves decompose into the soil) 
is an excellent house plant potting soil. 
The entire recipe is one third leaf mold, 
one third sand and one third soil. 


If you want to make up a batch of leaf- 


mold for next year even though you may 
not have any definite plans for its use 
yet. do this: Dig a hole in an out-of- 
a-way corner, fill it with leaves and 
some of the soil you excavated. Then 
simply forget about it. 


Sometime next May when your cousin 


Mrianne gives you some great white tril- 
lium or other wild flower goodies, you 
will have an excellent organic product to 
help combat transplant shock. 


Leaves are slow in decomposing in the 


compost pile, but lots of people shred 
them first with a shredding machine. Or 
they may simply make a few passes over 
the leaves with a lawnmower. 


LEAVES ARE nice, light winter pro- 


tection for young evergreens, trees and 
especially rhododendrons. Rhodie grow- 
ers generally alternate a layer of soil 
and a layer of leaves, preferably oak 
leaves. They build up to about eight 
inches deep, finishing it off with a layer 
of straw and evergreen boughs. A green 
cardboard Collar keeps the whole thing in 
place. 


I don't like to use leaves around mums 


because this species is most often plant- 
ed in open sunny areas where leaves are 
likely to get soggy and smother the 
mums or increase the likelihood of root 
rot. 


Leaves, of course, are not suitable for 


use on roses as roses like an alkaline soil 
and leaves are acid, directly the opposite 
of alkaline. There is no better winter pro- 
tection for roses than good old mounded 
up soil secured with a rose collar.

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Drama In Mid-Suburban Cross Country 
Palatine Snaps Fremd String; Three-Way Deadlock

Surprise? What surprise? 
Well, sure, it's a unique event when 


Fremd loses a dual cross country meet. 
That happens about as often as a total 
eclipse of the sun. 


Yet, Palatine's glorious 23-33 victory 


over Fremd Tuesday that threw the Mid- 
Suburban League race Into a three-way 
tie for first (Forest View being the oth- 
er! did not leave the coaches in a state 
of shock. They had an inkling of what 
might happen. 


Fremd coach Ron Menely had ex- 


pressed deep concern about the meet for 
several days, saying repeatedly how un- 
derrated Palatine is. 


Palatine coach Joe Johnson remarked 


that, "I thought the teams were pretty 
even going In. We've been coming on, 
improving with every meet, and haven't 
reached our peak yet." 


Yet the result still had to be big news 


because it was the first time since 1968 
that Fremd has lost a dual. Their win- 
ning streak ended at 41, counting Tues- 
day's 27-30 win over Maine South, anoth- 
er outstanding team, in the other part of 
the double dual. Palatine beat Maine 
South 23-36. 


Fremd's string is not a record, as had 


been believed. Lincolnway, competing in 
a much less competitive area, had 50 
straight wins, a streak that is still alive. 


The three teams staged what must be 


considered the best double dual in this 
area all season on the 2.75-mile course at 
the Union 76 Oil grounds in Schaumburg. 


Kevin Huffman of Maine South was In- 


dividual winner with an astonishing 
13:48.7, easily a new course record. It 
broke the old mark set by Fremd's Mark 
Nugent set only last week. 


Brian Barnett, Palatine's ace and run- 


ner-up Tuesday, also broke the record by 
four seconds with 13:53. Nugent himself 
was just one second off his own mark 
with 13:58 for third. 


The others carving out the Pirates 


most important harrier victory in years 
were Mark Johnson, fourth with 14:02; 


Fred Miller, fifth with 14:03; Steve Pe- 
terson, eighth with 14:16; Paul Kearns, 
12th with 14:30, and Scott Williams, 13th 
with 14:31. 


Fremd, behind Nugent, had Jamie Ol- 


son seventh with 14:10, Bill Gross 10th 
with 14:23,' Mike Roarer llth with 14:26 
and Steve Inbody, 14th, with 14:32. 


Both coaches, naturally, had nothing 


but accolades for Palatine. Johnson said, 
"These kids have a real good attitude 
and give It everything they've got. It's a 
pleasure to work with guys like that." 


Menely added, "Give Palatine tre- 


mendous credit. They've been peaking 
up at the right time. They've shown fan- 
tastic improvement in times since the 


start of the season. I never saw a team 
higher or more dedicated. 


"The times of their first four runners 


were unbelievable for that course. I 
would say they are four of the 10 best 
times ever run on our course." 


Palatine has not been ranked among 


the state's top teams this year by the 
Timely Times, which keeps reliable 
times and ratings for Illinois teams. Be- 
fore Tuesday's meet, Menely had said 
the Pirates should be in the top 15. Now 
he has changed that to the top four or 
five, "on the basis of their improvement 
the last few meets and the competition 
they've gone against." 


"I still feel we should be in about the 


top seven," added Menely. "You know, 
this was supposed to be a down year for 
us. Not many teams could ran like we 
have in a down year. We have three 
sophomores, two Juniors and two seniors 
and they all deserve a lot of credit for 
standing up to a lot of pressure. 


"If the season ended tomorrow, I 


would consider it tremendously success- 
ful. As a team we're running better than 
any other Fremd team ever has. The 
competition is just so much tougher.'" 


The conference meet at Glenbard 


North's course Saturday is shaping up as 
a real barn-burner, needless to say. It 
will be previewed in detail in these pages 
Friday.

Legislation regarding new legal 
relationships between management and 
residents will arise in the Illinois legisla- 
ture in the near future and Levi, perhaps 
more than any other person, can shed 
light on the possible outcome, said Zale.

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An Elbow Grease Building System

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Pennsylva- 


nia official suggest!) that one way of 
meeting rising housing costs could be 
houses so simply designed that a family 
willing to exert "elbow grease" could put 
most of the house together itself. 


William N. Wilcox, secretary of com- 


munity affairs for Pennsylvania, told the 
House subcommittee on housing recently 
that "do-it-yourself" housing could be 
produced by American factories after 
only "a modest investment in research 
and development." Housing construction 
costs for low and moderate income fami- 


Mobile Home 
Needs Anchor 


"Mobile homes can be blown over in a 


windstorm unless they are securely tied 
down." said John H. McKenrick, Chi- 
cago, midwest regional manager, proper- 
ty claim services, American Insurance 
Association (AIA). 


He indicated that mobile homes can 


withstand substantial wind force if prop- 
erly anchored and that there is an in- 
creasing number of mobile home park 
operators in the Midwest who require it. 


According to McKenrick. governmental 


subdivisions in several gulf states make 
tie-downs mandatory. Some mobile home 
insurers that write policies in high wind 
velocity areas have similar require- 
ments. These companies also favor natu- 
ral wind barriers such as trees and 
shrubs around mobile homes. 


Some of the newest units come 


equipped with over-the-top ties under the 
"skin," he remarked. Those not so pre- 
pared can be fastened down with a num- 
ber of different anchors, all of which are 
buried underground with heavy rods 
protruding to which over-the-unit cables 
are fastened with turnbuckles. 


The proper tie-down, according to 


McKenrick. features the use of piers be- 
neath the frame and to which a frame tie 
cable runs from the anchor. These an- 
chors, he added, are heavy pre-cast con- 
crete slabs, called "dead men," cast iron 
or steel cones or plates and substantial 
screw augers. 


McKenrick urged mobile home owners 


to ask their representative of their insur- 
er for the names of local installers who 
use recommended products and in- 
stallation techniques. He also said that 
travel trailers used for some time in one 
location ought to be anchored. 


Wind damage to mobile homes in the 


Midwest is highly probable due to the 
frequency of tornadoes and heavy thun- 
derstorms. If statistics on Midwest mo- 
bile home losses due to wind were kept, 
the total would be staggering, McKenrick 
said. 


To illustrate the point that tornadoes 


cause considerable damage he called at- 
tention to the fact that during a five year 
period, 1966-1970. 1,333 tornadoes struck 
in 14 midwestern states, or 39 per cent of 
the total throughout the U.S.A. Of these 
14 states, these five had 56 per cent of 
the 1.333 tornadoes: Missouri, 198; Iowa, 
167: South Dakota. 139; Minnesota, 126 
and Wisconsin, 120. 


Over three million mobile homes are in 


use in hundreds of mobile home parks 
and in rural areas, country-wide. They 
are lived in by over seven million people, 
stated McKenrick and he added that al- 
most all new dwelling "starts" valued 
under $15.000 are mobile homes.

only 46 per cent, Wilcox said. 


"I believe costs for both rural and ur- 


ban housing, for those families able to fol- 
low simple assembly instructions written 
in basic English and willing to contribute 
a,certain amount of elbow grease, could 
be substantially reduced." 


Wilcox told the subcommittee, headed 


by Rep. William A. Barrett, D-Pa., that 
Pennsylvania was willing to become a 
demonstration state for the low-cost 
housing and other innovative housing and 
urban development proposals. 


According to Wilcox, the plumbing, 


heating and electrical systems for do-it- 
yourself houses could be mass-produced 
and brought to each housing site. 


A contractor would sink concrete pil- 


ings and bolt on prefabricated basement 
walls. The purchaser would complete the 
house, using lightweight construction ma- 
terials. 


Wilcox also endorsed proposals of Bar-

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Predict Strong Lending Volume

The United States Savings and Loan 


League recently reported on major mon- 
ey flows at savings associations. 


Another monthly record for savings 


growth, at savings and loan associations 
was set in August, but despite a new high 
for the month, the pace of growth was 
down from earlier this year. Savings and 
loans experienced an increase in their to- 
tal savings of $1.1 billion, more than 
double last August's increase of $550 mil- 
lion. The gain was also well ahead of the 
prior record of $787 million attained in 
August of 1964. 


The final results for August, however, 


were less favorable than any other 
month of this year. The gain was down 
from that of July, reversing the usual 
relationship between the two months. 
The increase was less than any other 
month thus far this year, receding back 
to the levels of October and November of 
last year The slowdown from the ex- 
uberant growth of earlier this year can 
be seen when the increase is expressed 
at a seasonally adjusted rate. On this

Need Checkup 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. (NI-Gas) 


urges homeowners to have their heating 
systems checked this fall to ensure safe- 
ty and efficiency. 


While homeowners may conduct simple 


checks on their fuel systems, a heating 
contractor should be called for a thor- 
ough inspection at least once a year, the 
company said. 


NI-Gas suggests that a heating system 


checkup should include: 


Inspecting the heat exchange and fur- 


nace sections for cracks or holes. 


Inspecting the flue and chimney for de- 


bris or deterioration, which might pre- 
vent adequate operation. One simple 
check is a match test. When the furnace 
unit is operating, a match flame held to 
the edge of the diverter, the opening in 
the flue pipe, should be drawn up into the 
flue If the flame is blown downward, the 
flue or chimney may be blocked or de- 
teriorated. 


Checking the blower door. It should be 


closed so fumes will go through the 
ney rather than circulating through 
warm air ducts into rooms. 


Lubricating motors, blowers, pumps 


and valves and cleaning the pilot and 
main burners, if necessary. 


Cleaning or changing the furnace fit- 


ter Since filters collect dust from circu- 
lating air. they should be cleaned or re- 
placed several times during a heating 
season. Replacements are available at 
most hardware stores. 


Removing debris such as paint cans, 


newspapers and trash from the furnace 
area. 


Removing obstructions such as furni- 


ture, drapes and rugs from heating regis- 
ters, radiators and cold air return grills.

Au- 
is seldom a pivotal month in the savings 
and loan business when distinct signals 
can be detected in the change in saving 
flows. Activity at the teller windows and 
new accounts desks reflect the general 
quiet of the mid-summer doldrums. The 
statistics, however, confirm that a step- 
down from the rapid growth of earlier 
this year has set in. Confirmation of the 
slowing trend appears when the total fig- 
ures for the reporting group are dis- 
aggregated and examined on an in- 
s t i t u t i o n by institution basis. Sig- 
nificantly, there appears to have been a 
lift in withdrawal activity suggesting 
that the public is beginning to call upon 
the funds they have stockpiled at record 
rates during the past 12 months. 


Mortgage lending continued strong, 


with associations closing $3.9 billion in 
loans. This was close to the $4.0 billion 
level of July. The only month with a 
markedly higher volume was June, when 
$4.3 billion in loans were closed or ac- 
quired. Because of the levels of liquidity, 
commitments and advances, lending vol- 
ume is expected to remain strong despite 


the slowdown in savings flows in the 
month of August. 


Total lending by associations during 


the eight months from January to August 
reached $25.2 billion, topping the prior 
record attained for any full year. The 
record year was 1963 when $25.2 billion 
in loans were closed by savings and 
loans.

"Such a purchase 
must be considered one of the best in- 
vestments available today, particularly 
because of the tax advantages. The In- 
ternal Revenue Service now allows up to 
200 per cent depreciation to the first own- 
er of investment property." 


Goss points out that 15 per cent of all 


homes bought in 1971 will be second or 
leisure homes, "That percentage will be 
even higher in 1972." 


Goss said the barrier of a large cash 


down payment which has deterred many 
young home buyers is being hurdled 
through the use of private mortgage in- 
surance. "The usual down payment re- 
quired is about 30 per cent, which would 
be $9,000 on a $30,000 home. But with pri- 
vate mortgage insurance, the down pay- 
ment can be reduced to 5 per cent or 
$1,500, as a result of new FHLBB regu- 


latons permitting 95 per cent loans. 


"With the top 20^ per cent of the loan 


insured," Goss said, "the lender is now 
able to grant a larger mortgage — in- 
stead of a $21,000 loan, he can now go to 
$28,500. Goss sees this as "a meaningful 
boon to the conventional mortgage mar- 
ket. 


"Most young people are good credit 


risks and capable of paying their way 
once they pass the cash down payment 
barrier," Goss said. "The buyers are 
there in ever increasing numbers and 
concomitantly mortgage money is avail- 
able. Bullers are working hard to close 
the housing gap."

A substantial slackening In inflation 


pressures in 1972 was recently forecast 
by Lewis S. Eaton, president of the 
United States Savings and Loan League. 


In a speech to the California Real Es- 


tate Association, Eaton expressed dis- 
agreement with the view that President 
Nixon's economic program will have 
only a limited impact on inflation. 
"Frankly, it is difficult for me to believe 
that this rate of inflation will not be sub- 
stantially lower next year than it was, 
for example, in the first six months of 
this year," said Eaton. 


"I think that the rate of inflation in 


1972 is much more likely to be in the 
range of 2 to 4 per cent than In the range 
of 4 to 6 per cent. Under these circum- 
stances, there will be some further im- 
provement in long-term bond prices and 
some further reduction in long-term bond 
yields," he said. 


Eaton, who Is president of the Fresno 


Guarantee Savings and Loan Association 
in Fresno, Calif., predicted that the fa- 
vorable prospects in the anti-inflation 
fight mean that mortgage rates on home 
loans are not going to move higher in the 
next three to six months. 


"We have already told the Adminis- 


tration that the savings and loan busi- 
ness does not plan to increase interest 
rates in the period just ahead and I can 
envision no circumstances which would 
cause us to retract this pledge," said Ea- 
ton. 


As to the supply of funds available in 


savings and loan associations to finance 
home building and home buying, Eaton 
said that the league view is that mort- 
gage credit will be "quite ample." 


"There is every reason to believe that 


we will have enough financial resources 
for continued strong activity in all 
phases of the residential real estate busi- 
ness," he added. 


The league president said that after an 


unprecedented gain in savings in the first 
half of 1971, savings gains began to slow 
down during the third quarter of the 
year. He said the one reason for the 
slowdown is, apparently, that some 
people may be making purchases during 
the current price freeze in order to avoid 
possible higher prices later on. 


"Probably a more important reason is 


that the savings and loan associations 
are not receiving as much money from 
the conversion of short-term Treasury 
obligations into savings accounts now as 
we did in the first half of 1971," said 
Eaton. "We went through the period of

Study Boosts Home Sales 


A study of home buyer expectations is 


a plus factor in the operation of all MAP 
Multiple Listing Real Estate companies 
according to Bill Nieman, president. 


Nieman said the MAP members felt it 


necessary to review their services be- 
cause of changes in buying habits, mort- 
gage money availability and market 
growth. A program of marketing and 
sales training was undertaken by all 
member offices of MAP according to 
Nieman. The program included research 
on future growth patterns of all area 
communities; industry and the influx of 
new workers: changing values of area 
real estate compare to values on a na- 
tional scale; and financial patterns af- 
fecting the local real estate market. 


Emphasis was placed on the devel- 


opment of current market statistics such 
as the average income of area residents, 
average home values, average spendable 
income, tax conditions, educational stan- 
dards and the per cent of tax dollar per 
student per year, said Nieman. 


Edward Busse, a past president and 


currently serving as a MAP director has 
said the real estate professional should 
be equipped to answer questions on all 


phases of real estate. In addition to the 
price of a home he cited local govern- 
ment, and the socioeconomic status of 
area communities. 


Robert G. Walters, also a past presi- 


dent and a current director of the group, 
said the continual exchange of informa- 
tion and periodic inter-office seminars 
are important in the operation of the 
member real estate offices. 


The MAP officers posted September 


sales totals as an indication of the suc- 
cess of their sales and service upgrading 
program. In September of this year MAP 
member offices sold 159 houses for a to- 
tal sales volume of $5,838,225.

Keeping The Lid 
On House Fires 


With over 600.000 home fires occurring 


annually, it is the wise owner who trys to 
keep the "lid" on potential fire hazards 
advise the Galvanized Ware Manufac- 
turers Council. 


A fire-safe storage place for such po- 


tential flammables as oily and gasoline 
soaked rags and other materials that can 
become the starting points for a fire 
should be provided. A report by the Gen- 
eral Services Administration (GSA) in 
Washington points up the necessity for 
having proper fire-resistant metal con- 
tainers in the home. 


G.S.A. fire prevention engineers con- 


ducted a series of tests to determine the 
fire-resistant qualities of various contain- 
ers — both metal and non-metal. Flames 
burned through the non-metal containers 
on the average of two to four minutes 
with the burning content spilling onto 
the floor In contrast, a fire in a metal 
can burned itself out within the confines 
of the can. 


When a close-fitting cover is placed 


over the fire in a metal can, the blaze is 
quickly extinguished because the fire ex- 
hausts the air supply in the can. 


Periodic checks of the house, yard, ga- 


rage and attic areas are also recom- 
mended, keeping them free of debris. 
Electrical wiring should be checked, 
making sure that it is in good condition 
and that electrical circuits aren't over- 
loaded. 


Paint cleaners, gasoline, and other 


fuels should be stored in metal cans 
with tight-fitting covers or caps. Don't 
leave open gasoline cans lying around, 
even if they appear to be empty.

Holds Promise 


A new trend in the franchising business 


is developing around the entrepreneur 
who wants to branch out quickly with 
more than one operation.

Ducks And Geese Filling The Skies 


A familiar sight to taking place in Illi- 


nois' skies as thousands of ducks and 
geese wing to wintering grounds in the 
south. The "vees" are here much earlier 
than in the past. 


Illinois Department of Conservation 


biologists estimate that approximately 
50,000 ducks are already on the 75-mile 
section of the Illinois River between 
Meredosia and Banner 


"According to our census figures there 


are many more birds here this year than 
during the same time in 1970," said 
George Arthur, chief waterfowl biologist 
for the department. "We recently flew 
the stretch to check the food supply and 
we were amazed at the numbers. All spe- 
cies were present, including canvasbacks 
and ruddy ducks, which are rare this 
early in the year " 


"We estimate there are 12,000 acres of 


available feed in the 75 miles we 
checked," Arthur said "The bottomland 
lakes, ponds and sloughs seem to be full 
of Japanese and wild millet, pigweed and 
nutgrasses This is in excess of grain in 
the fields 


"This is an exceptionally good year. 


The lakes were dry at the right times 
and could be planted this year, and those 
that couldn't be planted are offering a lot 
of volunteer food. We estimate about 
60,000 bushels of millet in Rice Lake 
alone1' 


RICE LAKE is one of the department's 


public hunting areas. 


"The abundance of habitat may be off- 


set with continuing dry weather," Arthur 
pointed out "If the dry weather contin- 
ues it will hasten the grain harvest and 
fall plowing. This, of course, minimizes 
the grain available for field-feeding wa- 
terfowl " 


The number of birds now in the area is 


probably a direct result of the fine food 
production this year, Arthur said. 


"The large numbers also may be in- 


dicative of a good hatch in the Canadian 
breeding grounds, as the young are the 
first to migrate south for the winter. 


"Last year was a bad year for food 


production, and the ducks didn't stay in 
Illinois nearly as long as they did in 1969, 
when we had an excellent year for food." 


The fact that the waterfowl didn't stay 


in Illinois as long as hunters would have 
liked in 1970 didn't mean that the hunters 
had a poor hunting season. On the con- 
trary: 


"HUNTERS HARVESTED approxi- 


mately 568,000 ducks during the 1970 sea- 
son," Lockart pointed out. "In 1969, 
which was considered a good year, they 
managed to harvest about 348,000; so 
there was an increase of about 220,000 
birds taken in 1970. This we credit to the 
point system which went in effect last 
year. The point system enabled the hunt- 
er to harvest far more birds than he 
could have in 1969." 


Lockart also reminded hunters that Il- 


linois will use the point system again this 
year to regulate bag limits on waterfowl. 


A hunter may shoot ducks until the last 


duck shot reaches or exceeds 100 points. 
The point values per bird of each species 
are: canvasback and redheads, 100 


points each; mallard hens, black ducks, 
wood ducks and hooded mergansers, 90 
points each; mallard drakes, pintail hens 
and ring-necked ducks, 20 points each. 
All other ducks are valued at 10 points. 
Coot limits are 15 per day and 30 in pos- 
session. 


The point value of the redhead and 


canvasback duck was increased from 90 
points to 100 points this year. This was 
done primarily to discourage hunters 
from taking them. 


"The canvasback and redhead have 


been in periodic trouble since the 1930s," 
Lockart said. "This year the spring 
hatch for these birds was not good and 
the federal government upped the value 
so as to use the point system to protect 
these species. When a hunter bags one of 
these ducks, he is through for the day, 
whether it was the first shot he took or 
the tenth." 


The spring hatch in the Canadian 


breeding grounds was reported as good. 
It was about the same as last year for 
species other than the redhead and can- 
vasback. However, the wood ducks did 
not do as well as they were expected to 
in Illinois.

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Know The Hunting Laws 


Ten additional Veterui Adminis- 


tration Drug Treatment Centers have 
been opened since Oct 1, it was an- 
nounced by Donald E Johnson, adminis- 
trator of veterans affairs. Openings of 
the 10 new centers complete the six-fold 
increase in VA drug treatment facilities 
— to 32 centers — in keeping with Presi- 
dent Nixon s June 17, 1071, message to 
Congress in which he described the drug 
abuse problem in America as having as- 
sumed the dimensions of a national 
emergency, and declared, "I intend to 
take every step necessary to deal with 
this emergency " 


Johnson noted that as a part of this 


total attack on drug abuse, the Presi- 
dent, in his message, asked Congress to 
increase the VA budget by $14,000,000 "to 
permit the Immediate initiation of this 
(VA) program" With extra money, 
Johnson said, VA has available in its 
current budget $17,162 000 for its drug re- 
habilitation programs in fiscal year 1972 


"This money will be used exclusively 


for VA drug treatment programs, and 
the highest priority has been assigned to 
the staffing for these programs, and 
their maximum possible utilization by 
veterans," Johnson added. 


The 10 centers just formally opened 


are located in VA hospitals at Brooklyn, 
D e n v e r , East Orange, N. J, In- 
dianapolis Little Rock, Omaha, Phila- 
delphia. St Louis, Topeka, Kans, and 
Vancouver, Washington. 


VA had only five drug treatment cen- 


ters in operation prior to last July, these 
are located in Washington, D.C, New 
York City, Houston, Battle Creek, Mich., 
and Sepulveda, California. 


Other VA centers have been formally 


established in the past three months m 
Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, N. Y, Syr- 
acuse, Salem, Va ; Miami, Oklahoma 
City, Minneapolis; Brecksville, Ohio; 
Chicago; Pittsburgh, Iowa City; Palo 
Alto, and Salt Lake City. 


Although most of the workload will be 


handled in the 32 specialized drug treat- 
ment centers now open, Johnson pointed 
out drug treatment will also be offered in 
many other of VA's 166 hospitals, as it 
has been in the past Physicians and oth- 
er allied health personnel from 28 of 
these other hospitals have already re- 
ceived training at the Palo Alto hospital 
in the newest treatment methods for 
drug dependence patients 


Administrator Johnson said a wire had 


been sent to all VA hospital directors or- 
dering all eligible veteran applicants for 
hospitalization because of drug depend- 
ence be classified as "medical emer- 
gencies" and be admitted to the hospital 
at once. The wire added, "If a patient, 
after admission, requires service not 
available at the admitting hospital, 
prompt arrangements will be made for 
transfer to another VA hospital which 
can provide the needed care " 


With the fall hunting season fast ap- 


proaching, the Illinois State Bar Associ- 
ation suggests that it might be well to 
review a few of the little-known state 
laws related to hunting wild birds and 
animals 


For one thing, you should know it is 


unlawful to use a recording or other elec- 
tronic calling device between sunset and 
sunrise. 


The law also prohibits use of a silencer 


or other device to muffle or mute the 
sound of the explosion resulting from fir- 
ing of any gun 


When hunting fur-bearing animals, the 


law states that you cannot use or have in 
your possession any device that may be 
used for tree climbing or tree-cutting. 


It's also illegal to hunt near or adja- 


cent to a brush fire, or any burning peat 
or grass. 


And snowmobilers, take special note: 


Illinois law expressly prohibits hunting, 
pursuing, harassing, or disturbing any 
wild birds or animals by use of any type 
of machine propelled by mechanical 
power. 


Of course, as most hunters know, 


there's plenty of opportunity for sports- 
manship within the law, and for lots of 
fun, too

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Cool And Elegant 
Lady Wants To Be Mayor

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — Cool 


Dlanne. Sleek and crisp. And she wants 
to be the mayor of San Francisco — Mrs. 
Bert Feiiuteln. Which would make her 
the first woman to govern a city this 
large. 


Dianne Feimteln is San Francisco. 


Civilized, self-assured, elegantly turned 
out, just • trace of local chauvinism. She 
lives on Lyon Street in a stately old 
house in staid Pacific Heights of The 
City, her native city. Personal creden- 
tials impeccable: Stanford degree, wife 
of a prominent neurologist, mother of a 
teen-ager, long history of civic in- 
volvement, currently president of the 
board of supervisors, a working political 
job. And in politics, a glamor doll. She is 
38, every dark hair in place, stylish, 
turned up nose. 


"Do I look like a mayor?" she muses. 


"I suspect this Is one of the things in a 
mayoralty campaign. I don't wear a 
pinstriped suit and white tie, have a bald 
head, have that kind of demeanor." 


Joseph Alioto, mayor of San Francisco, 


does. A vibrant talker and effusive per- 
sonality. His image was flawed by a na- 
tional magazine expose which linked him 
to the Mafia, and by a fee-splitting suit 
in the state of Washington. They tainted 
him as gubernatorial or senatorial mate- 
rial, but he is still a front-runner to re- 
peat as mayor. 


DIANE TOLD Alioto, a fellow Demo- 


crat, she had no intention of running for 
the same office. Why did she change her 
mind? 


"Disenchantment. The breakdown be- 


gan in the area of city planning. And 
then the school crisis, busing. Well, I 
thought we were listening to a southern 
mayor, not a mayor of San Francisco. 
And I began to wonder if he could lead 
people and bring them together instead 
of continuing to polarize them." 


Diane — not Mrs. Felnsteln, just as 


you think of Jackie, not Mrs. Onassis — 
sits primly in the nattily traditional liv- 
ing room of her home, just off an impres- 
sive entrance foyer. It is 9 a.m. pre- 
cisely. Her day is briskly plotted. She 
has a half hour now. Then it's El Mundo, 
the Spanish newspaper, followed by the

taping of political spots, two hours of 
study on position papers for press confer- 
ences, a UPI picture session at 2, a 
meeting of the Haight-Asbury group at 3, 
an early evening speech to the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and a 7:15 ses- 
sion with the Black Leadership Forum. 


"We have," she says, "very little so- 


cial life. I'm very fortunate I'm married 
to a man who doesn't feel I'm competing 
with him. He's secure in his own profes- 
sion." 


Dr. Feinstein comes in; there's a quick 


ceremonial goodby-I'm-off-to-work kiss. 


"There's a question," she continues, 


"of the kind of time people spend togeth- 
er. Whether it's Grade A or Grade Z 
time. A man can come home to a wife 
who's just fed up with children and 
housework and the time isn't necessarily 
productive. Or you can come home from 
a day which has been stimulating and 
perhaps be more interesting to your part- 
ner.

"I've had a total commitment. I want

Vocational 
Education 
Supported 


With only 20 per cent of Illinois stu- 


dents graduating from college, the time 
has come to question the traditional 
vipw of vocational education as subjects 
meant only for those who can't make 
grades, according to Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Michael J. Bakalis. 


In a luncheon speech before the Chi- 


cago Rotary Club this week, Bakalis 
called for a reevaluation of the common 
belief that accomplishment, security, and 
status can only come through the com- 
pletion of college education. 


"As superintendent of public instruc- 


tion." Bakalis said, "no one is more 
aware than I that not everyone can or 
should go to college. More and more col- 
lege graduates are out of work simply 
because our colleges and universities are 
churning out more and more graduates. 


"In the area of teacher education 


alone, it is estimated that Illinois in- 
stitutions of higher education over-pro- 
duced graduates last year by an amount 
capable of filling every teaching vacancy 
in the nation. 


"And 
where are these individuals, now 


in surplus, going? They are turning back 
to the world of work — the business 
world." 


"Those who seek business, vocational, 


and technical careers must have op- 
portunities equal to those who seek ad- 
vanced degrees in the arts and sciences. 
We are overdue, in fact, in recognizing 
the needs of those with special aptitudes 
and skills for the world of commerce and 
industry. 


"They are. in a sense, the Ph. D's of 


the world of commerce. And they are, 
beyond question, the people who actually 
make this nation move. The better their 
preparation, the better they will be able 
to move this nation forward." 


In an effort to achieve this new direc- 


tion for "career education." Bakalis pre- 
sented to the last session of the Illinois 
General Assembly, a series of proposals 
(House Bills 757 - 762) which would place 
all business, vocational, and technical 
education programs in the state into a 
new division within his office — a divi- 
sion ranking equally with all other divi- 
sions ancl all other educational pro- 
grams. The bills are still pending before 
the current legislative session. 


The Bakalis program would seek to 


have every student, upon leaving high 
school, qualified to enter an apprentice- 


. ship training program or move directly 


into the business world. Those who would 
wish to eo on to college would, of course, 
be able to do so. but with the added in- 
surance of having a marketable skill 
should they not wish to, or be able to 
complete their academic studies.

Ing unwanted normal hair. Almost all de- 
pilatories sold for this purpose are alkali- 
zers and soften or dissolve the hair. Be- 
cause hair is really the same chemical 
material as the skin these preparations 
are often very irritating and can be dam- 
aging. To prevent problems one must fol- 
low the directions with the package very 
carefully. These agents usually need to 
be used two or three times a month. Indi- 
viduals who have had skin irritation 
problems from 
soaps or detergents 


should probably not use them. 


A better solution is to have electrical 


epilation done. Each hair follicle is de- 
stroyed by electricity. It takes several 
treatments to be sure that all the individ- 
ual hair follicles are destroyed but the 
effect is permanent. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What do you think 


about Christian Science? 


Dear Reader — Faith affects the emo- 


tional status of a person and has a lot to 
do with health. 


I try not to judge whether things 


people believe or do are right, or morally 


correct. This would be imposing my mor- 
al standards and beliefs on others.

gious beliefs. What should be done about 
a child injured in an accident who is 
bleeding internally if his parents don't 
believe in medical attention? Since you 
asked the question you must have some 
thoughts on the matter. What do you 
think?

Such an abundance of recipes flows in 


from readers that it's difficult to find 
time to test them no matter how attrac- 
tive. This was the case of one for Mrs. 
Lord's Wonderful Muffins from Jo Marie 
Nicholson of Iowa City. 


But, I had been attracted by her re- 


mark that "you should get down on your 
knees for these." Thus, when a Sunday 
brunch called for hot rolls I served the 
muffins, an unusual recipe, and they dis- 
appeared like magic. 


I cut the recipe in half to serve 14 and 


produced 18 small and 12 large muffins 
But, if you have a hungry family which 
likes hot rolls, make the entire amount 
and keep the mixture indefinitely in the 
refrigerator. 


Here it is. 


BRING 2 CUPS water to a boil and 


pour over 2 cups of bran buds. Set aside 
to cool. Cream 1 heaping cup soft marga- 
rine with 2% cups sugar. Add 1 quait 
buttermilk, the bran buds and 4 beaten 
eggs 


Separately sift 5 cups flour with 5 tea- 


spoons baking soda and 1 teaspoon salt 
Mix dry ingredients with 4 cups of all 
bran Combine with the wet ingredients 
and mix well. Use a large covered bowl 
or 4 quart jars to store muffin batter in 


the refrigerator until ready to bake. 


Grease muffin this or use liners or 


ungreased teflon pans. Do not stir the 
batter. With a spoon and a flat knife 
place mixture into pans until about 
three-quarters from the top. Preheat the 
oven to 400 degrees and bake 15 minutes 


FOR A LUNCHEON try these tasties 


To bake, you'll need 2 tiny muffin pans 
about 2 inches in diameter since the 
yield is 24 


For the pastry, mix a 3-ounce package 


of softened cream cheese with Vi cup 
butter or margarine. Blend in 1 cup flour 
and chill. Divide into balls and press into 
the muffin pans to form a base crust. 


Sprinkle finely chopped pecans (2 3 


cups in all) onto the pastry, covering bot- 
toms Beat 1 egg, add % cup light brown 
sugar, Vi teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter or margarine, and 1 teaspoon vanilla 
Pour over nuts in pastry Top with a 
light sprinkling (1 teaspoon of fine 
chopped pecans) Bake 30 minutes in a 
preheated 350-degree oven.

Pork Quality 


To Improve 


A substantial part of the next decade's 


increased demand for meat will probably 
center on pork. Larry Simerl, University 
of Illinois Extension outlook specialist 
sees the probabilities this way: 


Veal and lamb supplies will continue to 


diminish There is little prospect for fur- 
ther improvement in the quality of chick- 
en, nor is there much chance that its cost 
can be further reduced. 


Beef production increases are not like- 


ly to keep pace with gains chalked up in 
the previous two decades And as with 
poultry, the quality of beef already is 
high and little additional improvement is 
expected 


But the quality of pork can and prob- 


ably will be Improved markedly di-nng 
the next 10 years, continuing the trend of 
the past 20 years Simerl points out that 
consumer reaction to quality improve- 
ment generally Is slow, with consumers 
hardily aware of their own changing atti- 
tudes Yet consumers have sharply in- 
creased their spending for pork since 
mid-1950 s 


Increased consumer buying power has 


been an obvious factor in boosting spend- 
ing for pork But deamnd would have in- 
creased much less had it not been for a 
substantial improvement in the image of 
pork Simerl says

Flank Steak Teriyaki Is Her Specialty 


by LOIS SEILER 


Whether prepared on the grill or under 


the broiler, Plank Steak Teriyaki makes 
appealing dinner fare It is a recipe that 
can be .served any time of the year. 


Mrs. William A Springston of Arling- 


ton Heights makes this by rolling up a 
flank steak and cutting it into one-inch 
slices, similar to a London broU. Then 
the rolled steaks are marinated in a sav- 


ory mixture of soy sauce, sherry and oil 
seasoned with garlic and ginger. 


Janet Springston broils the steaks then 


tops each with a pineapple slice and 
pours warm marinade over them before 
serving. 


With these tender, tasty steaks, she 


recommends serving a wild rice or 
noodle casserole and a tossed salad. 


"The noodle casserole is a little differ- 


ent and quite delicious," Janet said. 


She mixes cooked noodles with a mix- 


ture of butter, cream cheese, cottage 
cheese, eggs and sour cream and bakes 
this casserole for an hour. It is an ele- 
gant accompaniment for chicken as well 
as steak. 


As a dessert for this appealing dinner, 


Janet suggests something simple such as 
brandied ice or fresh fruit. 


One of her favorite desserts for the 


holidays is a moist and flavorful fruit 
cake. 


"This cake needn't be aged but can be 


served the same day it is made," Janet 
explained. 


She makes it with rum and brandy-fla- 


vored mincemeat, raisins and chopped 
nuts. Candied cherries may be added if 
desired, and the cake is baked in a tube 
pan. 


"My husband doesn't ordinarily like 


fruit cake, but he loves this mincemeat 
cake," Janet said. It also makes a big hit 
with her children, Jill, 16, Susan, 13, and 
Carolyn, 10. 


Although the cake reportedly will stay

Broil on grill or under broiler for 5 to 7 


minutes on each side for medium. The 
last minute or two of broiling, put a pine- 
apple slice on each steak. Place on plat- 
ter and pow warm marinade over all. 
Serves 6 to 8.

MINCEMEAT FRUIT CAKE 


2% cups flour, sifted 
lJ/2 teaspoons baking powder 
Vz teaspoon baking soda 
% teaspoon salt 
1 pound mincemeat (1% cups) 
1 cup walnuts, coarsely chopped 


1 cup sugar 
1 cup raisins 
1 cup candied cherries 


(optional) 


% cup melted butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 eggs 
Sift flour, baking powder, soda and salt 


together. Set aside. 


Combine mincemeat, nuts, sugar, rai- 


sins, candied cherries, butter and vanilla 
and mix thoroughly. Add eggs one at a 
time and beat in with a fork until well- 
blended.

Turn into a lightly-greased tube cake 


pan and bake at 325 degrees for

Authentic Chinese Fare 


Travellers to the East have been bring- 


ing back more than shopping bargains 
from Hong Kong. There is a marked in- 
crease in knowledgeability about authen- 
tic Chinese fare. More and more Chinese 
restaurants in our large, gateway cities 
are featuring exotic regional dishes. And 
no self respecting, "with-it" cook would 
be caught without a wok at arm's length. 


A wok is a wide cooking utensil, which 


looks somewhat like a Chinese straw hat 
set upside down. In cookery, it is held in 
place on a base in the form of a metal 
collar, which fits over the cooking unit of 
a gas or electric range. 


Even if it were not for its culinary in- 


ventiveness and variety Chinese cookery 
— taken as a whole — has an attribute of 
prime importance to Americans: Its 
healthfulness. Of ail cuisines, it is un- 
doubtedly the lowest in cholesterol. 
What's more, foods are cooked in the 
shortest time possible with methods that 
insure maximum retention of nutri- 
ends. 


One of the unique dishes making its 


appearance in fine Chinese restaurants is 
"Velvet" — somewhat like a little pan- 
cake with a texture more like satin on 
the tongue and an exquisite flavor that 
defies description. 


In another version, the mixture is 


dropped into deep oil and fried for about 
three minutes. It emerges as little "frit- 
ters" delicately crisp and golden brown 
— a most engaging taste treat served 
with Light Sauce and crisp Chinese vege- 
tables. 


TUNA VELVET 


1 can (6>/2 or 7 ounces) tuna 


in vegetable oil 


2 unbeaten egg whites 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
4 egg whites 
% teaspoon cream of tartar 
3 cups chicken broth 
Flake tuna in large bowl: add 2 un- 


beaten egg whites and cornstarch; mix 
well. Beat 4 egg whites with cream of

TUNA VELVET FRITTERS 


Cook tuna-egg white mixture in 2 cups 


salad oil instead of broth. Heat oil to 365 
degrees. Drop mixture by tablespoons 
into hot oil and cook until golden brown, 
about 3 minutes, turning once. Drain well 
on absorbent paper. Serve with Light 


Sauce and Chinese vegetables. Yield- 4 
servings. 


LIGHT SAUCE 


1% cups chicken broth 


2 tablespoons sherry 
'/4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoons cornstarch 
1 teaspoon soy sauce 


Vz teaspoon ginger 
Mix chicken broth, sherry, salt, corn-

models is a round, cone-shaped utensil in 
which cooking is concentrated at the nar- 
row base Ingredients are cooked one at 
a time, at high heat, then whisked up the 
wide, sloping sides of the Wok as other 
ingredients are being cooked 


This Sukiyaki recipe, developed by The 


West Bend Company, creator of the Elec- 


tric Wok, requires that all ingredients be 
cut and ready to cook before you start. 
The whole meal can be cooked in less 
than 20 minutes.

utes. Push up the side. 


Add celery and stir-fry 2 minutes. 


Push up the side. 


Add onions and stir-fry 2 minutes. 


Push up the side. 


Add cabbage and stir-fry 2 minutes. 


Push up the side. 


Add bambbo shoots, water chestnuts, 


monosodium 
glutamate 
and chicken 


broth. 


Stir once and cook for 2 minutes. Push 


up the side. 


Add green pepper, brown sugar, salt 


and soy sauce. Stir once and cook for 30 
seconds. Do not push up the side. 


Sprinkle spinach over top of all in- 


gredients in Wok, cover and simmer for 
2 minutes. Reduce heat to "warm" for 
serving. Gently stir all ingredients to- 
gether and serve immediately with hot 
steamed rice, browned rice or chow mem 
noodles and soy sauce. Makes 6 to 8 
servings. 


To stir-fry, place food one at a time in 


a small amount of hot oil in the base of 
the Wok. Stir vigorously until food is 
cooked. Push the cooked food up the 
wide sloping sides to make room for the 
next, and so forth, until all the foods are 
ready for serving. The hot oil preserves 
the color, flavor and crispness of vege- 
tables, and seals in the natural juices of 
meats and seafood. 


Hints: 
Be careful not to overcook meat or 


vegetables. 


Meat is easier to slice if partially fro- 


zen or placed in freezer about 1 hour be- 
fore slicing. 


Sliced chicken or fish may be substi- 


tued for beef. 


Cut mushrooms through stem and 


crown into little "T" shapes. 


Do not substitute beef broth for chick- 


en broth. 


Watercress, sliced in 1-inch lengths, 


may be substitued for spinach. 


As an aid to those being introduced to 


the world of Oriental cooking through the 
advent of a new Wok, here are some sug- 
gestions on how to discover the secrets of 
Oriental cuisine. 


Preparation — If there is one thing 


sets Oriental cuisine apart from all oth- 
ers, it is the manner in which foods are 
cut before cooking. Unless properly pre- 
pared, the food won't look or taste as it 
should. 


To insure uniform cooking, all in- 


gredients in an Oriental dish are cut to 
uniform size, shape and thickness. They 
are usually sliced diagonally so that sec- 
tions have greater surface, area to absorb 
heat and seasonings. Cutting meat across 
the grain gives it more tenderness; roll- 
ing a carrot a quarter-turn before mak- 
ing each slice, and cutting a mushroom 
into T-shape slices lend beauty to the 
dish 


A "must" for Oriental food preparation 


is a sharp knife or, better, a cleaver. 
Available in various weights and sizes, 
the cleaver can be used for cutting, slic- 
ing, pounding, crushing, scooping and 
chopping 


To use a cleaver, grasp the handle 


firmly with one hand, and hold the food 
with the fingertips of your other hand, 
with the flat of the Wade held against the 
knuckles as a guide. To insure safety, 
tut carefully, lifting the cleaver only a 
little After a little practice, you will find 
it possible to cut the thinnest slices with 
a cleaver. 


Ingredients — Here are some of the 


basic ingredients used in Chinese cook- 
ery: 


Peanut Oil — Has a neutral taste. 


Smokes only at extremely high tempera- 
ture and therefore preferred in wok cook- 
ing 


Sesame Oil — Used as a flavoring, not 


a cooking oil. 


Garlic — Produces a discreet flavor 


and is generally discarded after flavor- 


ing the cooking oil. 


Scallions, Onions — Provide flavoring 


in many Oriental dishes. Removed be- 
fore the dish is served 


Dry Sherry — Generally used as a sub- 


stitute for ice wine 


Soy Sauce, Red Wine Vinegar — used 


to replace salt as a basic seasoning 


Fresh Ginger Root — One of the most 


frequently used flavorings for Oriental 
cooking. 


Bamboo Shoots, Water Chestnuts — 


Vegetables used in wide variety of popu- 
lar Oriental dishes. 


Cornstarch — Thickening agent to bind 


foods into a sauce. 


Chinese Seasonings — These include 


five spice powders, star anise, oyster and 
hoisin sauce, all of which add unique fla- 
vor to the food 


Serving — Part of the true joy of dis- 


covering new cooking habits lies in the 
atmosphere in which the food is served 
Even a very modest budget can find a 
way to include some of the delightful Ori- 
ental accent pieces which makes a din- 
ner table a far eastern oasis Chopsticks, 
for example, are inexpensive to buy and 
can be used for preparation and wrviiifj 
as well as eating. Beautiful plates ami 
tea sets are available at various priwv 
many of them very economical 


In the Orient, foods are often swuxl 


"family style" with bowls placed In th<- 
center of the table Serving chopsticks 
are sometimes used . 
otherwise each 


person serves himself from the contial 
bowl with his own chopsticks The food N 
placed on the individual's plate before it 
is eaten. 


When serving wine, the Orientals piv 


fer to warm it (to about 115 degrees * and 
serve it in very small cups The wino it 
served from saki-style flasks before or 
during a meal. If saki or rice wine is not 
available, brandy or cognac can be sub- 
stituted. Tea is served after the meal 
to settle the dinner and refresh the guest.

Hoffman Estates 
Agrees To Pay 
'Schaumburg Bill9 


Hoffman Estates will pay what it con- 


siders to be Schaumburg's share of the 
cost of a storm sewer project along Hig- 
gins Road, but is doing so under protest. 


The Hoffman Estate board Tuesday 


night approved increasing its allocation 
for the project by $37,000, a figure which 
Hoffman Estates claims is the fair share 
which should be paid by Schaumburg. 
Hoffman already had approved spending 
$150,000 for the storm sewer project. The 
state will contribute $111,000, and 
Schaumburg had been asked to pay 
$37.000 


The sewer project is expected to elimi- 


nate flooding problems in Parcel A of 
Hoffman Estates. Without it, homes in 


that section would experience flooding in 
coming years that would cause damage 
exceeding the $187,000 expenditure by the 
village, George Holt, Hoffman village en- 
gineer, told the board. 


The increased expenditure stemmed 


from a resolution by Trustee Virginia 
Hayter, who Tuesday night served as 
president pro-tern of the board. Mayor 
Frederick Downey did not attend the 
meeting. 


MRS. HAYTER said she and the vil- 


lage's administrative assistant, George 
Longmeyer, had met with Schaumburg's 
Mayor Robert O. Atcher this week after 
reading a story in a local paper quoting

When driving past a curb sign posting gas prices, can you really tell what you'll be paying? 


Signs Often Hide Full Gas Price

The watchful motorist seeing his gas 


tank is nearly empty can drive along one 
of the main drags in Hoffman Estates 
and Schaumburg computing in mind 
which of the numerous gas stations he 
can pull into, fill his tank, and drive out 
of with an extra 80 cents or a dollar in 
his pocket. 


He has to watch the curb signs adver- 


tising prices, watch to see if the sales tax 
is included and figure where he can save 
a penny or two per gallon. 


If the car requires a 20-gallon fill up, 


and the motorist is careful; in a year he 
can have an extra $50 or more, depend- 
ing on how much driving he does. 


The task requires some different fig- 


uring locally, because in Schaumburg 
last February an ordinance was passed 


requiring that the actual pump price, in- 
cluding sales tax, be posted on the curb 
sign. 


At Hoffman Estates gas stations min- 


gled with the Schaumburg locations in 
the commercial triangle of Higgins, Golf, 
and Roselle Roads, the requirement 
does not yet exist, but has been proposed 
by Trustee William Cowin. 


ADDING TO THE difficulty of deter- 


mining where the best gas price can be 
found, Schaumburg has begun enforcing 
fee requirements applicable to curb 
signs. Several gas station proprietors, 
rather than pay the fee, have stopped 
advertising at the curb. 


Persons in the two towns who run gas 


stations, and customers buying at those

Hoffman 
Qualifies For Home Rule 


Hoffman Estates qualifies for home 


rule as a result of a special village cen- 
sus now ending, Trustee William Cowin 
told the village board Tuesday night. 


"We can at this moment begin to func- 


tion as a home rule municipality," Cowin 
said. 


To qualify for home rule, a village 


must have a population of at least 25,000 
persons. The special census showed an 
increase of village residents from 22,238 
to 28,517. While the tally has not yet been 
certified, Cowin said notification from 
the census bureau is all that is needed to 
qualify. And, said Cowin, administering 
the village under home rule need not 
wait until after Jan. 1, although effects 
of the new census in other areas, such as 
state aid, will not be felt until that time. 


The village probably/ will adopt a reso- 


lution enacting home rule, but under 
statute can operate with home rule be- 
fore such a resolution is passed, he said. 


HOWEVER, SAID Cowin, the village 


should not "just jump in," without prepa- 
ration for the new system. 


"Constitutional attorneys have been 


working on home rule question many 
months," said Cowin, noting that Village 
Atty. Edward Hofert is serving on study 
committees. "Nobody knows what to do 
in home rule," although it clearly gives a 
municipality "a great deal more author- 
ity, a great deal more power," he said. 


Wins Grand Prize 


During a recent Las Vegas Nite held 


by the Hoffman Estates Jaycees, Dennis 
Marks of Schaumburg won the grand 
prize. 


George Heim chairman of the Jaycee 


project presented Mark with a $500 U.S. 
Savings Bond that Mark chose over the 
three-day vacation to Las Vegas that 
could have been his prize. 


Cowin recommended that Village Pres. 


Frederick Downey establish a study 
committee to develop a village program 
for home rule. Such a committee would 
seek answers for many questions on 
home rule, and determine what specific 
powers a village accrues, he said. 


"I'm not going to propose any ordi- 


nance changes or adoptions as a result of 
our new home rule, but we will move 
into it as quickly as we can," said Cowin. 


HOFERT DISCUSSED village licens- 


ing as an example of what home rule 
could mean. Currently, the village can 
license barbers, but not beauticians, ac- 
cording to statute, he said. 


Home rule provides much broader li- 


censing powers, and the village will need 
to determine for which businesses it will 
require licensing. A start would be to re- 
quire licensing for businesses not now li- 
censed, but which village officials feel 
need supervision, he suggested. 


Cowin's announcement came during a 


report on the Illinois Municipal League 
conference which started last weekend 
in Peoria. Home rule was the major con- 
sideration there, he said. 


In other business, Trustee Virginia 


Hayter reported the village public works 
committee is concerned over flood and 
drainage problems in the Windemere 
subdivision of South Harrington. The 
problems allegedly stem from improper 
drainage in Winston Knolls. The public 
works committee will meet with Wind- 
emere representatives next week, she 
said. 


THE BOARD approved spending up to 


$1,000 to repaint the village building be- 
fore moving out of it and into the munici- 
pal building now under construction. 


The board accepted a plat of dedica- 


tion for Hassell Road, pending approval 
by Hofert and Administrative Asst. 
George Longmeyer when all papers are 
received.

Approximately 36 illegal aliens, most 


of them Mexicans, were arrested by U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
agents in a raid on the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The agents, assisted by Elk Grove Vil- 


lage ponce, arrested seven aliens in one 
plant. Field Container Corp., 1500 Nich- 
olas Blvd , according to Robert Germain, 
assistant district director for immigra- 
tion. 


The 10 investigators set out from the 


Elk Grove Village police station at 2:30 
p m and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants, he said. 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard

Other aliens were arrested while on the 


street as immigration officers swept the 
area in what Germain called "an area 
control operation."

Park boards in both Hoffman Estates 


and Schaumburg are each presently 
short one member. 


In Hoffman Estates last month, Don A. 


Wade resigned the two-year park board 
term to which he was elected last April. 


Wade, a resident of the Winston Knolls 


subdivision, will move from the state 
shortly due to job transfer. 


Schaumburg's vacancy was created 


last June when im Falk, a long-time 
board members and immediate past 
prark board president, tendered his es- 
dignation. 


Falk and his family left Schaumburg to 


move (o Hoffman Estates and also lo- 
cated in the Winston Knolls subdivision. 


AT THAT TIME, park directors said 


they were in no hurry to fill the vacant 
board post and would prefer to recruit 
someone with a sincere interest in the 
park district. 


Preliminary exploration of several vil- 


lage homeowner associations took place 
but failed to produce an applicant for the 
post. 


Park statutes require only that a board 


vacancy be filled by the majority of re- 
maining directors and do not specify any 
time limit on a vacancy. 


There was a controversial park district 


election in Schaumburg last spring in 
which two incumbents plus a newcomer 
formed a ticket in opposition to challeng- 
ers belonging to Schaumburg Athletic 
Association 


The incumbents, Robert Bock and Ray 


Hum, plus Mike Doherty were success- 
ful. It later came to light that the other 
candidates did not have true support 
from their association but used its name 
to gain strength. 


Thus far, Schaumburg is making no 


strong attempts to fill the board vacancy 
but remains in hope that an interested 
citizen will come forth to fill the remain- 
der of Falk's term which will expire in 
1973 


WADE, WHO challenged appointed in- 


cumbent William Pichler for the Hoff- 
man Estates district two-year term in 
the election last Spring, was one of two 
Winston Knolls residents elected to the 
park board. 


Pichler was appointed last December 


following the resignation of Robert L. 
Schuhr who moved from the community. 


Two weeks ago, Hoffman Estates park 


directors failed to reach a decision in se- 
lecting a replacement for Wade. 


They will choose from a field of four 


applicants including Bernard M. "Bud" 
Bartosch, an incumbent defeated last 
spring, Edwin L. Frank, a former ap- 
pointed park board member defeated for 
election in both 1969 and 1971, Robert 
Hill, director of Hoffman Estates Boys 
Club and an unidentified Winston Knolls 
resident. 


There was no appointment when park 


directors met Tuesday night and it is be- 
lieved that the opening will exist until 
early November. 


The district, however, is not accepting 


additional applications for the vacancy.

made the decision that Carlson should be 
dismissed. 


Carlson, a probationary fire fighter, 


was d i s c h a r g e d for alleged in-

ended a hearing backing up Selke's ac- 
tion. 


Cornfield was retained by the Inter- 


national Fire Fighter's Association, an 
AFL-CIO affiliate.

stations offer many varied opinions on 
how gas price advertising should be 
regulated 


Cowin, who proposed an ordinance 


requiring common prices on curb ad- 
vertising and at the pumps in Hoffman 
Estates, said, "It's really something 
originated with many auto owners being 
disturbed by the difference between ad- 
vertised prices and pump prices " 


"Many communities (like Schaum- 


burg) require the pump price be the 
same The thought is not with any idea to 
penalize the gas station owner or their 
sales, but rather to make it necessary 
that the prices be as advertised. I think 
it would be to the ultimate advantage of 
the community and to the service station 
if this idea becomes more widespread. 


"I think there would be a lot less likeli- 


ness of people shopping around for gas." 


Whether sales tax is included in the 


curb price advertised, "shouldn't have to 
be legislated," said Joe Vermiglio from 
his Marathon station, Golf Road and 
Highland Boulevard, Schaumburg. 


"THE PURPOSE for passing an ordi- 


nance is because they (the village offi- 
cials in Schaumburg) feel the people are 
being deceived," said Vermiglio. 


"The pump is my grocery store cash 


register." he said, drawing an analogy. 
"If you go into a grocery store and the 
price on a quart of milk is 26 cents, you 
know that by the time you get to the 
register the price is 28 cents. 


"Advertising a gas price without the 


sales tax included is no more deceptive 
than at a grocery store or any other 
type of store. 


"Now that Schaumburg has passed the 


law it will help if Hoffman Estates 
passed it too. The guy down the street 
has an advantage. He's still selling gas 


at 37.9 like I am, but is advertising a 
price two cents cheaper than me, 


"That's been hurting," said Vermiglio. 
But, he wishes the ordinance hadn't 


been passed in either village because, "I 
think it's ridiculous," he said. 


Floyd Brown competes with Vermiglio 


at the Gulf station, Golf and Higgins 
Road, Schaumburg and he sees things 
differently. 


"THE ORDINANCE should exist," 


Brown said, adding, "Why cheat the 
people?" 


But, Brown feels the ordinance should 


be applicable in all places of business. 
Neither Brown or Vermiglio have signs 
up at the curb advertising prices. 


"The company took the signs down," 


said Brown. "They didn't want to pay for 
the permits. I'm going to lose a lot of 
business over it; but I'd have to pay the 
permit fee for the curb signs plus so 
much per square foot for the billboards." 


Larry Burget and Bob Poore run the 


Enco station on Higgins Road by the 
A&P shopping center in Schaumburg 
Their curb sign has a hand painted wood- 
en board posted on the top indicating 
"All taxes included" in the price adver- 
tised. 


Burget thinks the Schaumburg ordi- 


nance is "a good idea" because, "there's 
no misunderstanding and you know ex- 
actly what you're going to pay." 


Asked if he feels he's at a dis- 


advantage because of the lower prices 
advertised at Hoffman Estates stations 
close by, Burget said, "Yes and no." 


"ONCE YOU BUILD up your clientele 


the people know what the price is, but it 
hurts you for a while," he said, adding 
that a uniform requirement "would be a 
good rule for everyone." 


Robert Weaver, who lives in the Moon 


Lake Village Apartments, Hoffman Es- 


tates, said he knows to watch for wheth- 
er the sales tax is included in the adver- 
tised price. 


"I'd just as soon have the whole thing 


added together on the curb sign," said 
Weaver from Burget and Poore's Enco. 


Mrs. Becky Soutter, 149 Morgan Ln., 


Hoffman Estates, said she doesn't usual- 
ly pay attention to the advertised price 
because there are only a few stations she 
does business at regularly. 


"Being a woman it's confusing to me," 


she said about the different advertising 
techniques. "If they put plus sales tax in 
large letters you can see it and it's fine. 
But, at some stations the letters are too 
small or are hidden," she added. 


Bob Merskm is new at operating the 


Union 76 station at Higgins and Roselle 
Roads in Hoffman Estates. 


He thinks the pump price and curb 


price posted should be uniform because 
"just as soon as people see the difference 
they start asking a lot of questions and 
it's a pain." 


One of his customers agreed the uni- 


formity eliminates the confusion. 


Eugene Re, owner of the Texaco sta- 


tion at Roselle and Bode roads, Hoffman 
Estates, resents the possibility of having 
to include sales tax on his curb signs 


If he has to include sales tax, Robert 


Hall, the clothing store should also have 
to when advertising suit prices, Re said. 


He pulled out the chart Texaco publish- 


es which shows to the fraction of a penny 
how much sales tax to charge as gas 
prices fluctuate. 


The chart showed when to charge 1.4 


cents sales tax and when to charge 1.6 
cents, and so on. Re then showed where 
his pump prices reflect honest calcu- 
lations. 


Any station that cheats has the state to 


deal with, he added. 


But, Mrs. Eugene Weddle, 114 Emer- 


son Dr Schaumburg, was with her hus- 
band, buying gas at Re's station. 


She believes the curb price advertised 


should be uniform with the pump price. 
Although Re's pump price reflects an 
honest sales tax add on, she spoke of oth- 
er stations and said, "they could cheat."

a Schaumburg engineer 
as saying 


Schaumburg would not contribute money 
for the project. 


"It's true. There will be no money," 


said Mrs. Hayter. She said Schaumburg 
had suggested an alternative, which she 
had taken back to officials in the state 
highway department.

"Later on I will offer a resolution con- 


cerning further participation by Hoffman 
Estates in order to get this thing at least 
into the hands of engineers," she said.

Officials Attend Illinois 
Municipal League Meeting 


Wheeling village officials returned 


from 
a three-day Illinois Municipal 


League conference in Peoria, with some 
new knowledge of village government. 


Roger Strieker, administrative assist- 


ant to the village manager and a former 
village trustee, said much of the confer- 
ence focused on new legislation including 
the new village government powers 
granted under home rule. 


While larger communities automatical- 


ly come under the home rule provisions 
of the new state constitution Wheeling 
can only adopt the system by a voter 
referendum. 


Strieker said one item of interest to the 


Wheeling officials was an explanation of 
new taxation on mobile home and trailer 
parks which will enable the villages, 
schools, and other governmental districts 
to receive additional tax revenue from 
the parks. 


BEFORE THE new legislation was 


enacted the tax revenues from mobile 
homes was minimal compared to the 
taxes paid by local homeowners. In fact, 


School Dist. 21 officials had even opposed 
Wheeling's new Whipple Tree Village 
trailer park on the grounds that tax reve- 
nues from the park would not even begin 
to pay for educating the children who 
will live there. 


Strieker said having all the village 


trustees, the village president, the vil- 
lage clerk, the village attorney and the 
fire and police commission at the meet- 
ing along with himself and Acting village 
manager George Passolt gave village 
board members a chance to devote 
"More than just a Monday night" 
to working on the village government. 


Strieker, who began his new post with 


the village on Saturday, said he thought 
the trustees were impressed by the pro- 
fessionalism of municipal governments 
compared to the one-day-a-week oper- 
ation many communities had formerly. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer was one of 


the speakers at the conference, telling 
other municipalities about Wheeling's le- 
gal battles over door-to-door sales bans. 


Raymond Deutsch, head librarian at 


the Wheeling Public Library since June, 
1970, submitted his resignation to the li- 
brary board at its regular meeting Tues- 
day. Deutsch's resignation will become 
effective Nov. 30. 


Deutsch said yesterday he resigned his

Deutsch was the first full-time profes- 


sional librarian employed by the Wheel- 
ing Public Library District, tie holds a 
bachelor's degree in English from De 
Paul University in Chicago, A master's 
degree in English from Loyola Univer- 
sity in Chicago, and a master of arts de- 
gree in library science from Rosary Col- 
lege in River Forest.

Scanlon explained the trick or treat 


hours had been set up to conform to 


Stevenson Pilot Program Helps Handicapped 


by SUE JACOBSON 


Room 128 is a unique part of Adlai Ste- 


venson High School. 


The room is the site of a new pilot 


program for physically handicapped pre- 
schoolers from Lake County. Stevenson 
is co-operating with the Special Educa- 
tion District of Lake County (SEDOL) in 
presenting the program for the first time 
this fall at Stevenson. 


As an added dimension to the program, 


four Stevenson High School girls are as- 
sisting the SEDOL staff. 


The girls, all upperclassmen, are en- 


rolled in an independent study program 
in child development offered by the Ste- 
venson home economics department, and 
will receive regular high school credit 
for their participation. 


The goal of the SEDOL program is to 


teach preschoolers "to take care of 


themselves as much as possible," ac- 
cording to special education teacher Har- 
riet Rubinstein. "We want them to use 
what they have to maintain themselves 
in society as much as possible. 


Four children are currently involved in 


the program; two have hearing and vis- 
ual disabilities resulting from mothers 
who contacted German measles during 
pregnancy. Two others have multiple 
handicaps. 


The youngsters attend the SEDOL 


class four mornings each week. The fifth 
morning is set aside for meetings be- 
tween the SEDOL staff and the parents 
of the children. 


WITH TWO special education teachers, 


a teacher of the deaf and a teacher aid, 
a one-to-one relationship between adult 
and youngster can be established in the 
SEDOL program at Stevenson. 


The ratio is necessary because each 


child follows an individualized program 
suited to his particular needs, Miss Ru- 
benstein noted. 


Rhythm instruction and listening to 


records can help children with auditory 
problems. Exercising, outdoor activities 
and finger painting are other activities, 
and the children also learn to wash and 
dry their hands and to get their own 
lunch in the Stevenson cafeteria during 
the lunch hour. 


The Stevenson student aide have 


helped the SEDOL staff "tremendously" 
with the program, Miss Rubinstein said. 
Each girl spends one hour each school 
day assisting the staff with the program. 


"It's a two-way street. The girls have 


helped us and I think participation in the 
program is helping them in two ways. 
First, they're getting practical experi- 


ence in child development, rather than 
just the theory they received in their 
classes. And they're getting to know all 
types of of youngsters. Students have 
learned about normal child development. 
Now they can see differentiation." 


June Bergquist, head of the Stevenson 


home economics department, feels the 
student participation will promote "em- 
pathy" between the girls and the young- 
sters. 


"They're finding out that these chil- 


dren aren't any different than other chil- 
dren," she said. "The whole student body 
is very interested in this room," she 
added. 


The girls will receive one-half credit 


for each semester they participate in the 
program. In addition to their work as 
teacher aides, they also are responsible 
for submitting written work on their ob- 


servations in the classroom and their re- 
actions to their observations. 


As far as the student aids are con- 


cerned, there is enthusiasm all around 
for the project. 


Senior Patty Poplawski said she volun- 


teered to be a student aide because of 
interest in the program, although home 
economics is not her major course of 
study in high school. 


"It's really fun working with these 


children. I've enjoyed it so much," she 
said. 


Her comments were echoed by student 


aids Michelle Banser and Jeri Christen- 
sen. Sandy Sanders is the fourth aid. 


"A smile from these children is worth 


a million dollars in payment," said Miss 
Rubinstein. "All of us are so happy to 
see a smile light up the face of one of 
these children."

just what the other fellow does. It's what 
we ourselves do." 


He elaborated: "Even in a small com- 


munity we have to set an example for 
ourselves that we're not burning things 
that contribute to air pollution or dump- 
ing things on vacant lots or emptying our 
swimming pools into creeks." 


ALL THAT AND MORE would be pro- 


hibited under the proposed ordinance. 
The ordinance also covers noise, which 
could not surpass a "reasonable" but un- 
specified level in the suburb, which 
neighbors Palatine and Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


"As a practical matter," Valliere said, 


"you don't call the police because of a 
transistor radio You call the police if it's 
3 o'clock in the morning and you can 
hear the Beatles six acres away because 
of outside loudspeakers or amplifying de- 
vices." 


If a neighbor chooses to notify the po- 


lice of a possible violation of the environ- 


mental ordinance, a written warning 
would be issued to the owner or occupant 
of the property. 


A second warning would be in the form 


of a ticket requiring a court appearance. 


If the property owner is found guilty of 


violating the ordinance, he would be giv- 
en a period of time to abate the offense, 
Valliere said, such as immediately for 
noise and 10 days for dumping. 


If the offense is not alleviated, a fine 


ranging from $50 to $500 a day would be 
imposed. 


Valliere pointed out the ordinance 


would retain home rule concerning the 
environment. 


"The state Environmental Protection 


Act says if a local community does not 
provide an ordinance to enforce it, the 
state will. This way, we keep it at a local 
level," he said. 


OTHER PROVISIONS of the proposed 


ordinance would continue to prohibit the 
burning of refuse, as stated in the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Act: allow the 


use of organic materials for gardening, 
but not inorganic materials; and make 
illegal the pollution of natural waters. 


"The village planning consultant is 


concerned about polluting the creek and 
well water," Valliere said. "The general 
feeling is the creek is already on its way 
to being polluted." 


The proposed ordinance was given a 


second reading at last week's village 
board meeting. The board set a public 
hearing for 8 p.m. Nov. 2 in the Village 
Fieldhouse, 55 Highland Rd.

Arrest 36 Aliens In Centex Raids 


Approximately 36 illegal aliens, most 


of them Mexicans, were arrested by U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
agents in a raid on the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The agents, assisted by Elk Grove Vil- 


lage police, arrested seven aliens in one 
plant. Field Container Corp., 1500 Nich- 
olas Blvd.. according to Robert Germain, 
assistant district director for immigra- 
tion. 


The 10 investigators set out from the 


Elk Grove Village police station at 2:30 
p.m. and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants, he said. 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard 


boxes employing approximately 250 per- 
sons, spokesmen for the company said. 


Other aliens were arrested while on the 


street as immigration officers swept the 
area in what Germain called "an area 
control operation." 


Elk Grove Village police Lt. William 


Kohnke was reportedly bitten on the fin- 
ger while apprehending a man in the 
Field plant. Village police said they 
would not press charges. 


Early yesterday evening Germain said 


his officers were still patrolling the area 
and checking restaurants looking for oth- 
er illegal aliens. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE squad cars 


patrolled the streets in the industrial 
park during the operation. 


A chartered bus parked behind the vil- 


lage hall was scheduled to take the 
aliens to the Cook County House of Cor- 
rection late last night. 


U.S. Immigration Agency policy is to 


return illegal aliens to their native coun- 


try once it is established that they are in 
the country without proper papers. 


The last major sweep by immigration 


agents in the Northwest Suburban area 
was a raid on Klehm's Nursery near Ar- 
lington Heights last year,.Germain said. 
The raids are run in an area "whenever 
we get complaints about illegal aliens," 


he said. 


Germain said so far this year arrests 


of illegal immigrants in Cook County 
have been running at a second rate. He 
said last year immigration authorities 
arrested approximately 8,000 illegal im- 
migrants, 6,000 of whom were returned 
to Mexico.

Arlington Heights 
Incinerator Just 
A Possibility 


The possibility of an incinerator with a 


250-foot chimney in northern Arlington 
Heights is still just that - a possibility 
— following developments in that village 
last week. 


The Arlington Heights finance com- 


mittee met last week and directed ad- 
ministrators to provide more detailed in- 
formation on the cost of operating an in- 
cinerator. 


The committee also discussed three 


different proposals to study the methods 
of financing the estimated $4.3 million 
cost of the incinerator, but made no deci- 
sion. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS said they 


thought it premature to make a decision 
now on hiring a financial consultant until 
the additional questions are answered. 


Meanwhile in Buffalo Grove Monday 


night, Village Pres. Gary Armstrong re- 
ported Arlington Heights trustees are 
two to three months away from even 
considering the proposal. 


Many residents in Buffalo Grove fear 


incinerator waste will pollute the air, and 
other problems will be created if the in- 
cinerator is built 


The proposed incinerator would be lo- 


cated at the Arlington Heights landfill 
site, at Nichols and Schaeffer roads, less 
than a mile from Buffalo Grove. 


Buffalo Grove trustees have asked Ar- 


lington officials for a meeting to discuss 
the plan and its effects on Buffalo Grove 
in detail 


Armstrong said Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh "indicated his de- 
sire to have a pollution free incinerator 
and pledged to keep us fully informed." 


He added that Walsh "Indicated a will- 


ingness" to meet with Buffalo Grove offi- 
cials, "when they are in a better position 
to discuss it." 


The incinerator was first proposed in a 


report prepared by Melbourne Noel, con- 
sulting engineer hired by the village to 
conduct a feasibility study. The report 
recommended the building of an in- 
cinerator and stated "the need for this 
facility is urgent and its building should 
be implemented as soon as possible." 
Operating costs were estimated in excess 
of $400.000 per year. 


NOEL'S REPORT was first officially 


discussed at a special June meeting of 
the village board The question of financ- 
ing was referred to the board's finance 
committee which made a preliminary 
recommendation for hiring a financial 
consultant in early September 


However, after discussion about the 


proposed fees for the consultant, the 
matter was referred back to the finance 
committee. Administrators will work on 
the details asked for by the committee 
and no deadline for a report was set dur- 
ing the meeting.

Stevenson Pilot Program Helps Handicapped 


by SUE JACOBSON 


Room 128 is a unique part of Adlai Ste- 


venson High School. 


The room is the site of a new pilot 


program for physically handicapped pre- 
schoolers from Lake County. Stevenson 
Is co-operating with the Special Educa- 
tion District of Lake County (SEDOL) in 
presenting the program for the first time 
this fall at Stevenson. 


As an added dimension to the program, 


four Stevenson High School girls are as- 
sisting the SEDOL staff. 


The girls, all upperclassmen, are en- 


rolled in an independent study program 
in child development offered by the Ste- 
venson home economics department, and 
will receive regular high school credit 
for their participation. 


The goal of the SEDOL program is to 


teach preschoolers "to take care of 


themselves as much as possible," ac- 
cording to special education teacher Har- 
riet Rubinstein. "We want them to use 
what they have to maintain themselves 
in society as much as possible. 


Four children are currently involved in 


the program; two have hearing and vis- 
ual disabilities resulting from mothers 
who contacted German measles during 
pregnancy. Two others have multiple 
handicaps. 


The youngsters attend the SEDOL 


class four mornings each week. The fifth 
morning is set aside for meetings be- 
tween the SEDOL staff and the parents 
of the children. 


WITH TWO special education teachers, 


a teacher of the deaf and a teacher aid, 
a one-to-one relationship between adult 
and youngster can be established in the 
SEDOL program at Stevenson. 


The ratio is necessary because each 


child follows an individualized program 
suited to his particular needs, Miss Ru- 
benstein noted. 
'Rhythm instruction and listening to 
records can help children with auditory 
problems. Exercising, outdoor activities 
and finger painting are other activities, 
and the children also learn to wash and 
dry their hands and to get their own 
lunch in the Stevenson cafeteria during 
the lunch hour. 


The Stevenson student aide have 


helped the SEDOL staff "tremendously" 
with the program, Miss Rubinstein said 
Each girl spends one hour each school 
day assisting the staff with the program. 


"It's a two-way street. The girls have 


helped us and I think participation in the 
program is helping them in two ways. 
First, they're getting practical experi- 


ence in child development, rather than 
just the theory they received in their 
classes. And they're getting to know all 
types of of youngsters. Students have 
learned about normal child development. 
Now they can see differentiation." 


June Bergquist, head of the Stevenson 


home economics department, feels the 
student participation will promote "em- 
pathy" between the girls and the young- 
sters 


"They're finding out that these chil- 


dren aren't any different than other chil- 
dren," she said. "The whole student body 
is very interested in this room," she 
added 


The girls will receive one-half credit 


for each semester they participate in the 
program. In addition to their work as 
teacher aides, they also are responsible 
for submitting written work on their ob- 


servations in the classroom and their re- 
actions to their observations. 


As far as the student aids are con- 


cerned, there is enthusiasm all around 
for the project. 


Senior Patty Poplawski said she volun- 


teered to be a student aide because of 
interest in the program, although home 
economics is not her major course of 
study in nigh school. 


"It's really fun working with these 


children. I've enjoyed it so much," she 
said. 


Her comments were echoed by student 


aids Michelle Banser and Jeri Christen- 
sen Sandy Sanders is the fourth aid. 


"A smile from these children is worth 


a million dollars in payment," said Miss 
Rubinstein. "All of us are so happy to 
see a smile light up the face of one of 
these children."

Valliere said, such as immediately for 
noise and 10 days for dumping. 


If the offense is not alleviated, a fine 


ranging from $50 to $500 a day would be 
imposed. 


Valliere pointed out Ihe ordinance 


would retain home rule concerning the 
environment. 


"The state Environmental Protection 


Act says if a local community does not 
provide an ordinance to enforce it, the 
state will. This way, we keep it at a local 
level," he said.

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Office-Shopping 
Center Zoning 
Protested Here 


Some 30 residents of the North View 


subdivision in Palatine Tuesday pro- 
tested a request for a zoning change to 
allow construction of a combination shop- 
ping center and professional office build- 
ing at Northwest Highway and Benton 
Street. 


The center would lie on six lots cur- 


rently zoned for residential use in North 
View , formerly known as Cinderella 
Park. These tots, on the northeast cor- 
ner, are the last six yet to be developed 
in the subdivision. 


Tom Smith, spokesman for the home- 


owners, told the commission the proposal 
represented spot zoning and was not in 
the best interests of area residents. 


"These are exactly the kinds of stores 


we need downtown, not one mile away on 
Northwest Highway," Smith said. He 
suggested the zoning change would be 
unfair to residents because they all "felt 
these six lots would be developed single- 
family 
when they purchased their 


homes." 


ALTHOUGH THE North View Home- 


owners Association Board of Directors 
agreed to present a proposal to the full 
group allowing for certain restrictive 
covenants in the project, Smith said the 
full body "overwhelmingly defeated" it 
by secret ballot. 


The proposal pledged a fence and 


hedge on the back part of the center 
property to shield the project from 
homes. It also set a covenant that there 
would be no access from Chewink Court 
north of the property to the center, which 
the homeowners had requested. 


Smith said since the homeowner's 


meeting Sept. 28, he had received 48 let- 
ters from residents of North View object- 
ing to the petition for rezoning. 


He also claimed the shopping center- 


office building complex would decrease 
property values in the surrounding area. 
He said that since the first session of the 
plan commission public hearing two 
weeks ago at which the proposal first 
came up, property one lot away from the 
proposed development was sold for $3,000 
less than the market value. 


The proposal calls for a two-level office 


building on Benton Street at the west end 
of the property and a one-story, 12,000 
square foot area shopping center of sev- 
eral small specialty retail shops on the 
east end backing into Chewink Court. 
Owners of the land also propose 74 park- 
ing spaces, although the village code 
calls for 53. 


THE LAND IS currently held in trust 


at the Palatine National Bank with Ed- 
ward T. Burly named as beneficiary. 


William J. Moore, attorney for the 


property owners, said the height of the 
center would not be more than the typi- 
cal bi-level home in the area so as to mix 
in with the neighborhood. Each store 
would be 300 feet long by 40 feet deep. 


Moore presented drawings to the plan 


commission outlining the types of devel- 
opments along Northwest Highway west 
of Hicks Road and pointing out most are 
commercial projects, such as Palatine 
Plaza and the Village Oasis. 


"The use we're proposing is the same 


as those along the highway," he said. 
"All development there is predominately 
a business area, and it should be so. It's 
unreasonable to expect the area to be 
single-family." 


Following the public hearing on the 


proposal, the plan commission agreed to 
make its decision on the project at its 
next regular meeting Nov. 2. It's recom- 
mendation would then go to the village 
board for a final vote. 


Klopp Leaves Mark 


Anyone who has served the plan com- 


mission for 20 years and the village 
board as a trustee for two is bound to 
have left his mark in Palatine. 


Charles Klopp, 64, of 61 N. Benton, who 


died Tuesday after a long illness did 
leave his mark, and it can be seen 
through the exterior and interior of build- 
ings he designed in town and in countless 
village ordinances he introduced. 


Klopp was the original plan commis- 


sion member, initiating the formation of 
the commission in January 1944 and 
serving as its chairman until October 
1965, when he was replaced by the cur- 
rent chairman Tom Moody. 


As chairman, Klopp developed a mas- 


ter plan for the development of Palatine, 
instituted the village comprehensive zon- 
ing ordinance and worked to get park 
land for the village with each subdivision 
approved in town. He was also the man 
to start the green belt idea and worked 


to acquire land along Salt Creek through 
Winston Park to Deer Grove for possible 
recreational use. 


KLOPP WAS appointed a trustee to 


the village board in September 1965 to 
replace David Yeats, who succeeded Will 
Harris as mayor. 


Most people in town remember Klopp 


for his interest in the outdoors and his 
skill with artwork. Besides being an en- 
thusiastic fisherman, hunter and garden- 
er, Klopp, an architect by trade, worked 
a lot in landscape water color paintings. 
He was also a specialist in restoring old 
duck decoys used in hunting. 


"He was a very influential man in a 


quiet way," Mayor Jack Moodie says of 
Klopp. "He accomplished a lot." 


A procession for the graveside services 


for Klopp in Randhill Park Cemetery 
will leave Ahlgrim and Sons Funeral 
Home, 201 N. Northwest Hwy., at 2 p.m. 
today. 


PICK A BIN. That's what most people 
making use of the recycling bins near 
the Jewel Food Store in Palatine are 
doing, much to the frustration of the 
village environmental health depart- 
ment.

Sloppy Use 
Of Recycle 
Bin Cited 


Sloppy and clumsy use of the glass re- 


cycling bin recently set up behind the 
Jewel Food Store on Plum Grove Road 
in Palatine could mean the loss of the 
recycling program. 


The large red bin for glass is divided 


into three separate sections, but few 
people seem to pay attention to the divi- 
sions. Although residents are asked 
through plainly visible signs to keep the 
clear, brown and green glass in separate 
areas, all the glass Has been jumbled to- 
gether. 


This persistent mixing of the glass has 


caused extra work for the department of 
environmental health. Workers must sort 
through the glasses and jars, many of 
them broken, to place them in their prop- 
er section before they can be picked up 
and recycled. 


"We'll clean out the bin one more time 


for the next pick-up, but if it's not 
straightened out the next time, we'll pull 
the whole bin out and forget it," said 
Dick Dawson, village director of environ- 
mental health. 


"We can't spend all our time policing 


it. If the people of this town want to do 
something about ecology, they should 
start by following a few rules for keeping 
the bin organized," he said. 


SEVERAL PALATINE High School 


students have also helped with the clean- 
up of the bin, "but the very next day it's 
the same mess all over again," Dawson 
said. 


Because of the disarray, the entire 


glass recycling project may stand to lose 
rather than gain money for the village. 
Rather than receive the full $20 per ton 
for the heaps of mixed glass, some bot- 
tles still even attached with metal caps 
and tops that should have been removed, 
only will bring in a "token $50," Dawson 
said. 


"It will probably cost us more to have 


the glass hauled, which means we'll lose 
money," he said. 


Different colors of glass are not the 


only things being mixed. Tin and alumi- 
num cans are being deposited along with 
the glass, which must also be sifted out. 
Last week, even a shopping cart was 
pulled out of the bin. 


The recycling bin was installed several 


weeks ago to form a type of recycling 
center. The paper bin formerly located in 
the parking lot at Community Park was 
transferred to the Jewel lot. Another bin 
for tin is also expected to be installed. 


Money raised through the recycling 


may be used for various village ecologic- 
al projects as reforestation to replace 
diseased trees cut down or to establish 
an ecology scholarship for a local youth. 


Cooperation will determine whether the 


glass bin will have a short life.

Arrest 36 Aliens In Centex Raids 


Approximately 36 illegal aliens, most 


of them Mexicans, were arrested by U S 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
agents in a raid on the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village yesterday 


The agents assisted by Elk Grove Vil- 


lage police arrested seven aliens in one 
plant Field Container Corp, 1500 Nich- 
olas Blvd according to Robert Germain, 
assistant district director for immigra- 
tion 


The 10 investigators set out from the 


Elk Grove Village police station at 2 30 
p m and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants he said 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard 


boxes employing approximately 250 per- 
sons spokesmen for the company said 


Other aliens were arrested while on the 


street as immigration officers swept the 
area in what Germain called "an area 
control operation' 


Elk Grove Village police Lt William 


Kohnke was reportedly bitten on the fin- 
ger while apprehending a man in the 
Field plant 
Village police said they 


would not press charges 


Early yesterday evening Germain said 


his officers were still patrolling the area 
and checking restaurants looking for oth- 
er illegal aliens 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE squad cars 


patrolled the streets in the industrial 
park during the operation 


A chartered bus parked behind the vil- 


lage hall was scheduled to take the 
aliens to the Cook County House of Cor- 
rection late last night 


U S Immigration Agency policy is to 


return illegal aliens to their native coun- 


try once it is established that they are in 
the country without proper papers 


The last major sweep by immigration 


agents m the Northwest Suburban area 
was a raid on Klehm's Nursery near Ar- 
lington Heights last year, Germain said 
The raids are run in an area "whenever 
we get complaints about illegal aliens," 


he said 


Germain said so far this year arrests 


of illegal immigrants in Cook County 
have been running at a second rate He 
said last year immigration authorities 
arrested approximately 8,000 illegal im-

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Sanitarian Has 
Cut City Health 
Code Violations

The monthly number of major viola- 


tions of the Rolling Meadows health code 
has dropped significantly since the city's 
full-time sanitarian began work in June. 


Ten major code violations were report- 


ed by the sanitarian, Donald F. Schind- 
ler, during his first month on the job. 
Only 13 major violations were found in 
the next three months, including just two 
in the inspection period ending Oct. 18 


Schindler is the first full-time sani- 


tarian the city has had. The position was 
Tented in March at the urging of city 
councilman and city health officer John 
Schultz. 


Scnultz said at that time the number of 


new businesses in the city necessitated 
having a man working full-time to 
more thoroughly inspect establishments 
for compliance with health regulations. 


At the same time, Alderman Thomas 


Scanlan said the city was dissatisfied 
with the part-time inspection service by 
an outside firm at a cost to Rolling

The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


issued a reminder warning, stressing 
that burning leaves is prohibited in the 
city 


A 1970 ordinance prohibits open burn- 


ing of any refuse, and leaves are consid-

works, said the ban includes burning re- 
fuse in a covered trash can. 


He said trash burning is allowed only in 


structures constructed for that express 
purpose. Me mentioned incinerators and 
fire places as examples. 


In the past, McFeggan said there 


haven't been many citations issued to 
homeowners caught burning leaves. The 
city usually learns about leaf fires when 
residents call and complain about the 
smoke. 


The burners are usually told to put out 


the fire and are warned against future 
burning. 


THE LEAF PROBLEM. McFeggan ad- 


mits, is a particularly knotty one, be- 
cause just about everyone is plagued by 
it. But, he said, the city is trying to solve 
the problem 


City trash collectors pick up leaves 


packed in 30-gallon bags that are used 
for regular garbage disposal. Leaf pick- 
ups are made on the normal collection 
schedules. 


McFeggan said this is all the city can 


offer now, but alternatives are being 
studied. 


One possibility is a vacuum device that 


can be attached to a garbage truck. 
Residents would sweep leaves into the 
street gutters and the vacuum would 
suck the leaves into the truck 


McFeggan guessed that the vacuum 


device would cost about $1,000. He said 
the cost of a special machine designed to 
sweep up leaves would be prohibitive 


But the vacuum plan is for the future. 


This fall, residents with leaf problems 
will have to remember to bag them, not 
burn them. 


Meadows of $7,000 annually. 


The council responded by creating the 


sanitarian's post with a salary of $11,300 
and full fringe benefits. 


SCHINDLER WAS chosen from among 


other applicants for the job. He came 
directly from Northbrook, where he was 
sanitarian. 


Schindler has been inspecting an aver- 


age of 60 businesses a month since he 
started. He inspects monthly, all busi- 
nesses where food or beverages are han- 
dled. Other establishments that require 
inspection under the city code are visited 
tri-monthly. 


Schindler's monthly reports go to the 


city manager, the board of health and 
the health officer. His first report listed 
10 major violations and 105 minor viola- 
tions. In succeeding months the figures 
have been: 8 major and 58 minor; 3 ma- 
jor and 50 minor; 2 major and 57 minor. 


Schindler said a major violation is any 


condition that presents an imminent haz- 
ard to humans or animals. He cited one 
of the recent major violations, a rusted 
meat slicing machine in a grocery store, 
as an example. 


Schindler said he "has the power to cite 


violators and, if necessary, recommend 
to the mayor that the business license of 
a persistent violator be suspended 


He says he prefers not to use either of 


these powers, and has found friendly per- 
suasion to be his best tooi. 


"If you show where a man s problem 


is, why it is a problem, and how he can 
correct it at a minimal cost, he'll cooper- 
ate," Schindler said. "But if you start 
citing violations without explaining them 
or making suggestions to remedy them, 
it's not going to work." 


HE SAID HE couldn't draw a com- 


parison between the number of reported 
violations now and the number before he 
started working. He said the agency that 
did the part-time sanitary 
inspection 


work didn't keep complete statistical 
records. 


Schindler said he thinks the violations 


have decreased since June because the 
Rolling Meadows businesses know there 
is somebody keeping a closer watch on 
them, and they, in turn, are keeping a 
closer watch on their facilities.

City Opens Police Car Bids 


Bids for new police cars for Rolling 


Meadows have been opened by the li- 
cense, police and health committee. 


The city is planning to buy five new 


cars to replace sqme of the units now in 
the 10-car fleet. Capt. Ralph Evans said 
cars are replaced every year or two. 


Bids were submitted on eight makes of 


cars: Dodge Polara Police Pursuit, 
Chevrolet Biscayne, Pontiac Catalma, 
Buick 5269 LeSabre, Mercury Monterey, 
Plymouth PK41 and Oldsmobile Delta 83. 


The basic costs of the cars range from 


$2,724.81 for the Plymouth to $3,501.24 for 
the Oldsmobile. Air conditioning would 


add from $218.70 to $328 to the basic 
price, depending on the make of car. 


The Rolling Meadows fleet now in- 


cludes all Pontiacs. Evans said he per- 
sonally preferred the Pontiacs because 
they've been proven in use. 


The bid on Pontiacs is for $3,141.47 


basic cost. Air conditioning would be $328 
extra. The Pontiac cost is about average, 
and the bid promises delivery in the 
shortest time, 30 to 45 days. 


Evans said the city is not required to 


accept the lowest bid. The committee 
plans to review the bids at their next 
meeting, and will hear Chief Lewis 
Case's recommendations.

academy. The district is then reimbursed 
loo per cent by the state for rent costs. 


The lease, which ends Aug. 31, 1972, 


also places payment of any improvement 
or repairs on DiM. 26. Thomas Warden, 
superintendent, said he expects those 
costs will also be reimbursed by the 
state. 


School officials pointed out the lease 


does not prohibit Dist. 26 from moving 
the 150 Maryville children to better facil- 
ities, as long as the $5,000 is paid. Cur- 
rently officials are awaiting word from 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington 
Heights, and John Moore, of the Illinois 
School Building Commission (ISBC), on 
prospects for a new state-funded school.

Library 1 Step 
Closer To Joining 
Suburban System 


Plans for the Mount Prospect Library 


to join the reciprocal borrowing program 
of the North Suburban Library System 
(NSLS) passed a large hurdle this week.

cided Aug. 12 to join the reciprocal bor- 
rowing program, they included a stipula- 
tion in their resolution that they be

The minimum fee required by the 


NSLS currently is $20, while the Mount 
Prospect Library charges non-residents 
of Mount Prospect a $15 usage fee. How- 
ever, Robert Lyons, NSLS reciprocal 
borrowing program committee chair- 
man, said his group voted Monday to 
recommend the NSLS board drop the 
minimum fee requirement. 


This action paves the way for the 


NSLS board to approve Mount Prospect 
Library's application at its meeting Oct. 
25 Lyons said he expected this would 
happen 


Gil Liebenow, Mount Prospect Library 


board member and representative to the 
NSLS, has said his board considered the 
$20 fee to be too high, and the $15 they 
charge as a "more equitable" fee. 


sible for improvements and repairs on 
the rented 18 rooms. The board agreed to 
take over the cost in place of the rent 
hike proposed by the Rev. John Smith, 
Maryville superintendent.

Elk Grove Village police station at 2:30 
p.m. and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants, he said. 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard 


boxes employing approximately 250 per- 
sons, spokesmen for the company said. 


Other aliens were arrested while on the 


street as immigration officers swept the

Housing Is 
Needed Here, 
Builder Says 


The head of a not-for-profit devel- 


opment corporation seeking to build 
moderate-income bousing in Arlington 
Heights defended his corporation's proj- 
ect in a speech Tuesday night in Pros- 
pect Heights. 


Salvatore Ferrera, executive director 


of the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corp. of Chicago, said there is 
need for moderate-income housing in the 
Northwest suburban area. He contended 
the group's proposed site for moderate- 
income townhouses in Arlington Heights 
is a good one. 


Ferrera's speech, to about 20 persons, 


was at Grace Lutheran Church, Euclid 
and Wolf roads, Prospect Heights. 


The proposal to build moderate-income 


housing on land adjacent to St. Viator 
High School was rejected by the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board, 6-1. The pro- 
posal had called for the construction of 
190 units including 100 one-bedroom and 
48 two-bedroom units. The remaining 
units would be of the three and four-bed- 
room variety. 


Ferrera explained that the Arlington 


Heights project, called Lincoln Green 
"was designed for families where the 
head of the household is working, but in 
a lower paving job. Industrial and hospi- 
tal workers, possibly even teachers anr* 
various municipal and government work- 
ers — that's who this program is aimed 
at." 


FERRERA SATO "The need for mod- 


erate-income housing is here. We look on 
this as a service to the community." HP 
pointed out that a great deal of industry 
has moved to the suburbs and brought 
with it a labor force that needs the type 
of housing his corporation builds. He said 
that for lack of such housing in this area, 
industrial workers have to travel long 
distances to their jobs. This, he said, re- 
sults in an undue amount of employe 
turnover. 


Answering the question, "Why should 


we care about them?," he pointed out 
that "these people make a contribution 
to the community." 


Ferrera said the Arlington Heights Vi- 


ator site was especially good for the 
project because it was relatively close to 
the village's downtown shopping district 
and transportation facilities. He pointed 
out that a site such as the Viator land 
was more suited to a moderate-income 
project than unincorporated land (such 
as that in Prospect Heights) because it 
was close to transportation and shopping 
facilities. 


Ferrera said that currently his corpo- 


ration is looking for another Arlington 
Heights site "with the cooperation of the 
village." He added, "If we can't find an- 
other spot, our final option, like that of 
any developer, would be to go to court" 
to get the Viator land rezoned.

Central School in Mount Prospect, which 
has been vacant for more than a year. 
But, he said, that building was also in 
need of repair. 


"What we are still hoping for is a 


state-funded school," Warden told board 
members. According to a 
proposal, 


drawn up by Dist. 26 officials, the school 
would be constructed with an environ- 
ment leaning toward special education. 
The plan proposes the architecture of the 
building be "based on the learning center 
approach with classroom clusters around 
the center." 


The learning centers would be in area 


of language arts-social studies, math-sci- 
ence, vocations to "provide experiences 
to acquaint children with the world of 
work," learning disabilities fine arts, 
music and physical education which 
would include a pool, indoor track and 
facilities for weight lifting, dancing, 
handball and gymnastics. 


According to the proposal, the academ- 


ic centers would include, collapsible 
walls, chairs and couches, 
isolation 


booths TV sets and other multi-media 
materials. The building would be air-con- 
ditioned and carpeted. The proposal does 
not estimate the cost of such a building. 


More than 300 Maryville children have 


attended district schools since Catholic 
Charities, an arm of the Archdiocese, an- 
nounced three years ago it could no long- 
er afford to educate the children. Ap- 
proximately 125 Maryville children are 
attending district schools outside the 
academy. 


Teachers Get Better 'Grade' Check 


Seventeen teachers in Elk Grove Town- 


ship Elementary Dist. 59 will get larger 
paychecks this month because of pay ad- 
justments for additional education. 


The board of education Monday night 


approved pay adjustments for the teach- 
ers granting them four per cent pay in- 
creases over last year because of their 
additional schooling. 


The adjustment was based on the pay 


levels in the 1970-71 contract rather than 
the 1971-72 contract, Albeon Waltman, as- 
sistant superintendent for personnel, told 
the board. The 1971-72 contract has not 
gone into effect because of the Presi- 
dent's wage-price freeze. 


Guidelines issued by the Office of

education, but cannot receive raises for 
additional experience, he said. 


THE DISTRICT has been paying all 


leachers the salaries they received last 
year, rather than adjusting the pay of 
the 17 teachers, because officials hoped 
to get permission to put the entire 1971-72 
contract into effect at once, Waltman 
said. 


A decision on whether the district's 


contract for 1971-72 can go into effect 
now hinges on a court suit filed by the 
National Education Association. The con- 
tract raised the district's pay scale three

The Mount Prospect Village Board will 


take • strong stand in favor of imme- 
diate construction of the proposed sew- 
age treatment plant in Des Plaines. near 
the Mount Prospect border. 


The board acted after Trustee Richard 


H. Monroe said he was tired with the 
series of delaying tactics employed by 
the City of Des Plaines. "We have got to 
take a stand and get this moving." he 
said. 


The board voted unanimously to write 


to the proper state and local agencies, 


urging the building of the plant which 
would receive sewage from Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect and unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the 


project has been delayed through "long 
litigation by Oes Plaines." The plant 
would be built in Des Plaines, north of 
the Northwest Tollway and east of Elm- 
hurst Road. 


"WE HAVE NO interceptor (sewer) at 


Elmhurst Road," Teichert said, "be- 
cause this plant has not been built. 


Instead s e w a g e goes to Busse 
and then the Weller Creek interceptor 
which handles the rest of the village and 
is already surcharged (overloaded)." 


Mount Prospect's trustees expressed 


disapproval of a recent report that Des 
Plaines officials will ask the U. S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to reject a 
request for the $26.4 million federal grant 
to help finance the plant. 


The plant, costing $48 million, is to be 


built by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MST) at the southeast corner of 


Harper Sees $464,000 Loss 
Fund Cut Override Fails 


The state House of Representatives 


yesterday failed to override Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie's cuts in funds for Harper 
College and other Illinois junior colleges. 


Four motions to override the gover- 


nor's vetoes were introduced by Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
chief sponsor of the legislation calling for 
increased state aid to the community col- 
leges. All were defeated in what Mrs. 
Chapman described as a straight party- 
line vote. 


Ogilvie had vetoed entirely a bill which 


would have changed the state-aid for- 
mula. That bill would have raised the 
level of state aid at Harper College from 
$19.50 per credit hour to $19. 


To override that veto would have re- 


quired a two-thirds majority, 107 votes. 
Other "line-item" vetos reducing specific 
figures in other bills could have been re- 
stored by simple majority votes of 89. 


Mrs. Chapman said two of her motions 


received 84 votes and the other two, 83. 
She said all of the 87 Democratic repre- 
sentatives present at yesterday's session 
voted for the overrides. "I don't believe 
they received one Republican vote," she 
said. 


HARPER COLLEGE officials have es- 


timated that the vetoes will mean a loss 
of $464,000. College President Robert 
Lahti has indicated that the fund reduc- 
tion will require increases in student tui- 
tion or extensive program cuts. 


He said the only other 
alternative 


would be a referendum for an increase in 


property tax rate. A tax-hike referendum 
failed by a 2-to-l vote in March, 1970. 


Mrs. Chapman charged yesterday the 


governor, by his veto,' had shifted the 
load for junior college financing "from 
the state taxpayer to the local tax- 
payer." 


"Because of rising costs," she said, 


"the loss of $464,000 to Harper will mean 
that the state's contribution to the col- 
lege is reduced from 35 per cent to 30 per 
cent." 


She pointed out that the Illinois Public 


Junior College Act of 1965, of which she 
was the principal sponsor, called in its 
master plan for the state to provide 50 
per cent of ifnancing for community col- 
per cent of financing for community col- 
leges. 


Dover Inn Receives Liquor License 


The owners of Dover Inn. 1702 Algon- 


quin Rd . got their liquor license Tuesday 
night with not one word of discussion at 
the village board meeting. Trustee Dan- 
iel J. Ahern's sole "nay" was the only 
hint of the five months of sometimes bit- 
ter debate, many delays and charges 
that have surrounded the license request. 


In a five-to-one vote, the village board 


passed an ordinance creating an addi- 
tional Class B liquor license, a permit to 
serve liquor at tables and a bar. Imme- 
diately after the vote. Board Pres. and 
Liquor Comm. Robert D. Teichert told 
the three owners of the restaurant he 
would sign the license as soon as it was 
drawn up. 


H was Ahern who. at the Sept. 21 board 


meet ing. brought up a question of ethics 
in conjunction with the license request. 
At that time. Ahern had the board polled 
to see how many of the trustees had at- 
tended an open house at the restaurant 
about the beginning of September. Four 
of the other five trustees and Teichert 
admitted they had attended and had food 


and drink at the owners' expense. 


AHERN SAID he thought it was une- 


thical for board members to visit an es- 
tablishment at the owners' expense while 
an application for a liquor license for 
that establishment is still before the 
board. 


Many of the trustees, in reply to 


Ahern, said they felt the open house gave 
them a good chance to inspect the res- 
taurant before voting. Trustee Kenneth 
V. Scholten accused Ahern of "a purely 
political move . . . to get some members 
of the board to back down from publicly 
stated positions on this matter." 


At the Sept. 21 meeting, Teichert asked 


the board to defer a vote on the ordi- 
nance until the owners' application was 
completed and approved by himself as 
liquor commissioner. This was the vote 
that finally came Tuesday night, almost 
a month later. 


DURING THE MANY discussions the 


board had on the matter, Ahern's pri- 
mary concern was with what he termed 


"a lack of policy" by the board in han- 
dling liquor license requests. Trustee 
Donald B. Furst, head of the finance 
committee which first considers such re- 
quests, disagreed. 


Furst said the board had a policy in 


that "each trustee must examine his own 
conscience and decide if he feels it (the 
request) is right or wrong." He added he 
felt there was adequate opportunities 
given to the board to review 
each 


request. 


Elmhurst Road and Oakton Street. Con- 
struction is scheduled for late 1972.

needed to serve increasing sewage pro- 
cessing needs of an expanding suburban 
population. 


Des Plaines has also requested a hear- 


ing before the state environmental pro- 
tection agency, which is required to ex- 
amine plans before approving construc- 
tion, Abrams said.

Meeting Termed Critical 
Teachers, Board Return To 
Bargaining Table Tonight 


Teachers and school board negotiators 


in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 return to the 
bargaining table today for what has been 
termed a critical meeting. 


Board and teacher negotiating teams 


will meet at 4:30 p.m. behind closed 
doors at Lincoln Junior High School. The 
meeting is the first since the board re- 
fused the teacher's request to declare an 
impasse, thus providing for possible me- 
diation of the dispute. 


"It's a critical meeting," said Larry 


Halter, representative of the Illinois Edu- 
cation Association (IEA) who assists 
Dist. 57 teachers during bargaining ses- 
sions "There are three things which can 
result. They can reach a settlement, the 
staff can submit to the board's offer or 
teachers can strike. One of these three 
eventually will happen." 


Halter said an IEA investigating team

this week will visit the district to see if 
the IEA "would support teachers in a 
strike." He said the team would be talk- 
ing to members of the Mount Prospect 
Education Association (MPEA), teacher 
bargaining agent, to "evaluate the total 
bargaining situation." Halter said the 
team would then make a recommenda- 
tion to the IEA. 


"IT'S PRIMARILY if IEA would pro- 


vide funding if teachers strike. IEA has a 
fund established to provide money for 
teachers during that interim period," he 
said. Halter said the "total crisis situa- 
tion" in negotiations prompted calling in 
the team. 


Leo Floros, chairman of he board 


negotiating team, doesn't thing the cur- 
rent negotiation situation "is any more 
of a crisis now ban it was a week ago." 
But he is hopeful for a settlement. 


"I think that after the somewhat ex- 


plosive meeting of Monday night both 
sides realize more than ever that the 
sooner the dispute is settled, the better 
off the district will be," he said, referr- 
ing to a recent school board meeting. 
"As a result, I think there will be some 
good hard-nosed negotiating tonight that 
well might produce a settlement." 


However, he said he doesn't think 


"it's the end of the world if we don't 
reach a settlement." 


POSSIBLE FILING of a suit against 


the school board could also depend on 
today's meeting, according to Halter. 
Last week the IEA considered filing suit 
for breach' of contract because teachers 
feel recent board-approved temporary 
guidelines for administration of staff 
benefits are illegal. The suit, if filed, 
would be on behalf-of Dist. 57 teachers. 


"If they open those Items again to ne- 


gotiations, then there is no breach of con- 
tract," Halter said. "We'll wait and see 
what happens." 


Teachers had considered the guide- 


lines, governing items such as personal 
leave and hospitalization insurance, as a 
violation of a procedural negotiations 
agreement between teachers and the 
board. The negotiations agreement states 
that fringe benefits, including personal 
leave and hospitalization, are subject to 
negotiation. 


Board members said they adopted the 


guidelines for the administration because 
last year's contract has expired and 
there is no new agreement. They said the 
guidelines represented "tentative agree- 
ments" already reached during contract 
talks. 


River Road School OK Through 72 


The River Trails Dist. 26 River Road 


School will probably continue to exist at 
Maryvllle Academy in Des Plaines, at 
least for the 1971-72 school year. 


The Dist. 26 school board Tuesday 


night voted 5-1 to sign a $5,000 lease with 
officiate of the Chicago Catholic Arch- 
diocese for classroom space at the 
academy. The district is then reimbursed 
100 per cent by the state for rent costs. 


The lease, which ends Aug. 31, 1972, 


also places payment of any improvement 
or repairs on Dist. 26. Thomas Warden, 
superintendent, said he expects those 
costs will also be reimbursed by the 
state. 


School officials pointed out the lease 


does not prohibit Dist. 26 from moving 
the 150 Maryville children to better facil- 
ities, as long as the $5,000 is paid. Cur- 
rently officials are awaiting word from 
Hep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington 
Heights, and John Moore, of the Illinois 
School Building Commission (ISBC), on 
prospects for a new state-funded school. 
However, the school would probably not 
be built before the end of this school 
year. 


BOARD MEMBER Ted Wallenberg 


voted against signing the lease, saying 
he thought moving the children into the 
district's six other schools would be 
"good for the community." 


"But I don't think it would be good for 


the kids." said Supt. Thomas Warden, 
explaining Maryville children need spe- 
cial education. "We're closer to individ- 
ualized learning over there than at any 
other school." 


This Is the first year, since the school 


opened in 1968, that Dist. 26 is respon- 
sible for improvements and repairs on 


the rented 18 rooms. The board agreed to 
lake over the cost in place of the rent 
hike proposed by the Rev. John Smith, 
Maryville superintendent. 


Father Smith in August called for a 


hike to $17,050. The amount was then 
lowered to $14,500 which included $9,500 
for repairs. Smith estimated repairs, in- 
cluding painting, new windows, addition- 
al electrical wiring, room heaters, and 
floor repairs, at as much as $21,000. 


The board has not yet determined what 


improvements will be made on the build- 


ing which does not meet requirements of 
the Illinois Life Safety Code. Approval of 
the lease came after Dist. 26 officials 
searched for other facilities to house the 
children. 


"WE LOOKED AT a lot of alterna- 


tives, including vacant space and placing 
the children in other districts," Warden 
said. "But nothing was feasible. The 
costs often exceeded what we are paying 
now." Warden said he investigated the 
possibility of using the former Dist. 57

Arrest 36 Aliens In Centex Raids 


Approximately 36 illegal aliens, most 


of them Mexicans, were arrested by U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
agents in a raid on the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The agents, assisted by Elk Grove Vil- 


lage police, arrested seven aliens in one 
plant, Field Container Corp., 1500 Nich- 
olas Blvd., according to Robert Germain, 
assistant district director for immigra- 
tion. 


The 10 investigators set out from the 


Elk Grove Village police station at 2:30 
p.m. and went to Field and several other 
companies in the vicinity because they 
had information that illegal aliens were 
working in the plants, he said. 


Field is a manufacturer of cardboard 


boxes employing approximately 250 per- 
sons, spokesmen for the company said.

Closer To JoiningSuburban System 


Plans for the Mount Prospect Library 


to join the reciprocal borrowing program 
of the North Suburban Library System 
(NSLS) passed a large hurdle this week. 


When local library board members de- 


cided Aug. 12 to join the reciprocal bor- 
rowing program, they included a stipula- 
tion in their resolution that they be 
allowed to charge a lower non-resident 
use fee than that specified in the NSLS 


program. 


The minimum fee required by the 


NSLS currently is $20, while the Mount 
Prospect Library charges non-residents 
of Mount Prospect a $15 usage fee. How- 
ever, Robert Lyons, NSLS reciprocal 
borrowing program committee chair- 
man, said his group voted Monday to 
recommend the NSLS board drop the 
minimum fee requirement.

Housing Is 


Needed Here., 
Builder Says 


The head of a not-for-profit devel- 


opment corporation seeking to build 
moderate-income housing in Arlington 
Heights defended his corporation's proj- 
ect in a speech Tuesday night in Pros- 
pect Heights. 


Salvatore Ferrera, executive director 


of the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corp. of Chicago, said there is 
need for moderate-income housing in the 
Northwest suburban area. He contended 
the group's proposed site for moderate- 
income townhouses in Arlington Heights 
is a good one. 


Fen-era's speech, to about 20 persons, 


was at Grace Lutheran Church, Euclid 
and Wolf roads, Prospect Heights. 


The proposal to build moderate-income 


housing on land adjacent to St. Viator 
High School was rejected by the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board, 6-1. The pro- 
posal had called for the construction of 
190 units including 100 one-bedroom and 
48 two-bedroom units. The remaining 
units would be of the three and four-bed- 
room variety. 


Ferrera explained that the Arlington 


Heights project, called Lincoln Green 
"was designed for families where 'he 
head of the household is working, but in 
a lower paving job. Industrial and hospi- 
tal workers, possibly even teachers and 
various municipal and government work- 
ers — that's who this program is aimed 
at." 


FERRERA SAID "The need for mod- 


erate-income housing is here. We look on 
this as a service to the community." He 
pointed out that a great deal of industry 


- has moved to the suburbs and brought 


with it a labor force that needs the type 
of housing his corporation builds. He said 
that for lack of such housing in this area, 
industrial workers have to travel long 
distances to their jobs. This, he said, re- 
sults in an undue amount of employe 
turnover. 


Answering the question, "Why should 


we care about them?," he pointed out 
that "these people make a contribution 
to the community." 


Ferrera said the Arlington Heights Vi- 


ator site was especially good for the 
project because it was relatively close to 
the village's downtown shopping district 
and transportation facilities. He pointed 
out that a site such as the Viator land 
was more suited to a moderate-income 
project than unincorporated land (such 
as that in Prospect Heights) because it 
was close to transportation and shopping 
facilities. 


Ferrera said that currently his corpo- 


ration is looking for another Arlington 
Heights site "with the cooperation of the 
village." He added, "If we can't find an- 
other spot, our final option, like that of 
any developer, would be to go to court" 
to get the Viator land rezoned.

Reminder: Leaf 
Burning Prohibited 


If residents are energetic enough to 


rake their leaves, they shouldn't be ener- 
getic enough to burn them. 


Arlington Heights passed a "no leaf 


burning" ordinance in February, 1970. 
This ordinance states "the burning of 
leaves or rubbish or the kindling or 
maintenance of any bonfire or rubbish 
fire within the corporate limits is hereby 
declared to be a public nuisance." 


The law is backed by possible fines of 


not less than $5 or more than $500 for 
each violation. 


Residents who are 'energetic enough to 


rake their leaves should put the leaves 
into disposable containers at the curb. 
The containers and leaves will be picked 
up on regular refuse collection days by 
Laseke Disposal Co., the only scavenger 
service allowed to operate in the village. 


protection for democracy was a "well in- 
formed electorate. It is incumbent on us 
to educate people ... not to do so would 
be penny wise but pound foolish." 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said many 


residents have noo concept of the Arling- 
ton Heights' form of government which 
operates with a village manager. The 
lack of knowledge on the part of some 
residents is compounded by the high 
turn-over rate in the number of residents 
who live here only two or three years. 
Thus, the problem of educating local 
residents on what to do when they have a 
problem is continual, he said. 


WALSH ALSO SAID he finds many 


people who have "common misunder- 
standings" about the village's utility tax 
and about a proposal to build an in- 
cinerator at the landfill site in extreme 
northern Arlington Heights. A coordina- 
tor would work to get rid of these and 
other misunderstandings, he said. 


In answer to trustees who thought the 


coordinator might become merely the 
head of a glorified complaint depart- 
ment, Walsh said he felt more than 80 
per cent of the job would be in the area 
of positive steps, rather than just reac- 
ting to complaints from residents. 


The village president said he felt the 


job was needed because he felt "there is 
a void feeling on the part of residents" 
when they try to deal with local govern- 
ments. 


Alice Harms, the one trustee who 


passed when the idea for the coordinator 
was approved, said she felt many of the 
suggestions for the coordinators' work 
could be handled within the present vil- 
lage administration. She said she was 
concerned that the amount to be gained 
by having a coordinator might not be 
worth the money it would cost. 


THE TRUSTEE ALSO said she was a- 


fraid the coordinator would become an 
"insulator" between citizens and the 
elected village board. 


In explaining her pa ;s vote, Mrs. 


Harms said many of her concerns had 
been answered by the discussion but she 
still wanted to see the job description 
outlining specific duties before she would 
vote yes.

Gripe Night 
At Apartment 
Begun Here 


An Arlington Heights apartment com- 


plex has begun a program of monthly 
meetings giving residents a chance to 
gripe at management and to make sug- 
gestions about improvements to the a- 
partment community. 


The first of the "town meetings" was 


held Tuesday evening at the Stonebridge 
Hill apartment complex on Rand Road 
north of Arlington Heights Road. 


The meeting at the Hollywood Builders 


development was called by Herb Hoff- 
man resident manager who restricted 
discussion to problems <6r suggestions af- 
fecting the whole complex of one of the 
four completed apartment buildings rath- 
er than problems with individual apart- 
ments. 


Hoffman said at the end of Tuesday's 


meeting that he and complex recreation 
and maintenance personnel would be 
available for similar meetings on the 
third Tuesday of every month if resi- 
dents wanted to continue the "town 
meetings." 


AT THIS TUESDAY'S meeting, resi- 


dents of the building at 600, 700, 800 and 
900 W. Rand Rd. discussed petitioning 
the state or village for stop lights on 
Rand Road in front of the complex. Resi- 
dents noted that even now, without snow 
and ice, heavy traffic makes it difficult 
to drive across Rand Road when making, 
a left turn to go east on Rand Road. 


The closest stoplights to the complex 


are located at the intersection of Rand 
Road and Arlington Heights Road on the 
east and at the intersection of Rand 
Road and Rte. 53 frontage roads on the 
west. 


Residents also questioned 
Hoffman 


about construction of a day care center 
to serve the complex. Hoffman said that 
facilities for the center would be included 
in the development of property just west 
of the current buildings, which will be 
developed either as a shopping mall or 
as an office building. He said he could 
give no timetable for the completion of 
the center, however. 


A child care program held in the com- 


plex's recreation building was closed 
earlier this year because it lacked state 
licensing and proper zoning from the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


HOFFMAN ALSO agreed at the Tues- 


day meeting to ask the complex's ma- 
nagement firm about installing a pedes- 
trian bridge across the retention basins 
which parallel Rand Road along the front 
of the development and about building an 
ice skating rink for residents. He said he 
could not make any immediate decisions 
on such requests because funds had not 
been included for them in the complex's 
budget. 


Much of the discussion and questioning 


at the Tuesday meeting dealt with me- 
chanical problems such as a changeover 
in the door locking system, heating sys- 
tems, maintenance work, and completion 
of the newer apartments in the 800 and 
900 W. Rand Rd. buildings. 


Hoffman was also asked by residents 


about rent increases when leases expire, 
but he said that until federal guidelines 
for phase II of the wage price freeze are 
detailed. He would not be able to answer 
that question. 


He said several burglaries in the newer 


buildings in the complex recently had 
been attributed to residents not double 
locking their doors. 


The apartment complex will include a 


total of 586 units when all six apartment 
buildings are completed next year.

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Fund Cut Override Fails 


The state House of Representatives 


yesterday failed to override Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie's cuts in funds for Harper 
College and other Illinois junior colleges. 


Four motions to override the gover- 


nor's vetoes were introduced by Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
chief sponsor of the legislation calling for 
increased state aid to the community col- 
leges. All were defeated in what Mrs. 
Chapman described as a straight party- 
line vote. 


Ogilvie had vetoed entirely a bill which 


would have changed the state-aid for- 
mula. That bill would have raised the 
level of state aid at Harper College from 
$15.50 per credit hour to $19. 


To override that veto would have re- 


quired a two-thirds majority, 107 votes 
Other "line-item" vetos reducing specific 
figures in other bills could have been re- 
stored by simple majority votes of 89 


Mrs. Chapman said two of her motions 


received 84 votes and the other two, 83. 
She said all of the 87 Democratic repre- 
sentatives present at yesterday's session 
voted for the overrides. "I don't believe 
they received one-Republican vote," she 
said. 


HARPER COLLEGE officials have es- 


timated that the vetoes will mean a loss 
of $464,000. College President Robert 
Lahti has indicated that the fund reduc- 
tion will require increases in student tui- 


tion or extensive program cuts. 


He said the only other alternative 


would be a referendum for an increase in 
property tax rate. A tax-hike referendum 
failed by a 2-to-l vote in March, 1970.

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Approve Plan For 
Sale Of $815,000 
In Parking Bonds

The DCS Plaines City Council has au- 


thorized city consultants to begin plans 
for sale of $815,000 in parking bonds in 
January to provide more downtown and 
city hall parking. 


Acting after Herald press time Tues- 


day night, the council voted to begin 
plans to raise funds for purchase of part 
of the Chicago and North Western Rwy. 
downtown right-of-way property, 
other 


land purchases, construction of tiered 
parking lots, and an increase in down- 
town parking rates to help pay for the 
bond issue. 


The Des Plaines Redevelopment Asso- 


ciation had asked for a $700.000 bond is- 
sue to provide additional downtown park- 
ing, a move redevelopment officials say 
is essential for spurring downtown re- 
newal. 


THE INCREASE IN the bond issue re- 


flects added costs of parking facilities 
planned for the proposed new city hall 
building, 1420-24 Miner St. 


City officials expect to repay the pro- 


posed bond issue over a 20-year period 
with revenues from parking meters and 
fines. General tax monies would not be 
used to finance the parking Improve- 
ments under the proposed revenue bond 
issue 


According to cost estimates presented 


to the council by its building, grounds, 
and parking lots committee, $72,500 of 
the bond issue funds would be used to 
purchase railroad land along EUinwood 
Street, between Lee and Pearson streets. 


The city would also spend $30.000. ac- 


cording to projections, to construct a 125- 
space. two-tiered parking lot on the 
right-of-way land. Private developers 
also are planning construction of a 12 
story depot-office building on this land, 
officials have said. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel is 


now negotiating with railroad officials to 
determine final purchase costs of right- 
of-way land and air rights. 


THE CITY WOULD spend $225,000 to 


purchase property bounded by Center 
Street, EUinwood, Lee and Prairie Ave- 
nue, and would spend $50,000 to create an 
additional 125 space parking lot there. 


This land would later be sold to the 


Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp., an arm of 
the redevelopment association, for use in 
the second building phase of a proposed 
$20 million shopping mall-office complex, 
according to plans. 


The city would spend $160,000 in bond 


funds to create a two-tier lot for 146 cars 
on city-owned land at the site for the pro- 
posed new city hall. 


Report $78 Stolen 


Almost $80 in cash reportedly was sto-

Des Plaines police said the money was

A city council committee is now study- 


ing plans for the $1.6 million eight-story 
proposed city hall at 1420-1424 Miner St., 
which would be used inpart for city ad- 
ministrative offices, with the rest being 
owned and leased out by a private own- 
er, under a unique proposed private-pub- 
lic condominium office arrangement. 


P L A N S ALSO CALL for spending 


$50,000 in resurfacing and installation of 
parking meters for 205 cars at the old 
North School lot, River Road and Jeffer- 
son Street. 


Other parking bond funds would be 


used to pay $87,000 now owned by the 
city for previous bond issues, $55,000 for 
engineering plans, $20,000 for legal, fi- 
nancial and administrative costs and 
$42,875 for interest on the bonds during 
contraction, and $17,625 for other costs. 


Edward Benjamin, city bond con- 


sultant, has said parking rates will have 
to be increased to repay the monies the 
city would receive from sale of the 
bonds. 


Meter rates will have to be raised from 


five to 10 cents an hour for shoppers, and 
from 50 to 75 cents a day for downtown 
commuters, according to reports by Ben- 
jamin. 


Benj&min estimated that for a $700,000 


bond issue, parking meter and fine reve- 
nues would have to provide about $66,000 
after expenses for bond retirement each 
year, over a 20 year period. This would 
mean the city would have to collect 
about $180,000 yearly in gross revenues. 


The city now takes m about $115,000 a 


year from meters and fines, according to 
City Comptroller Duane Blietz. 


ESTIMATES BY the city council com- 


mittee indicate that with new proposed 
parking — not including the North school 
parking lot which was added later to 
plans, — the city could collect about 
$260,000 a year in gross revenues. 


Benjamin announced last summer the 


Des Plaines National Bank and the First 
National Bank of Des Plaines, have 
agreed to buy $700,000 in parking bonds. 
He indicated that terms for the sale 
would be less stringent than those re* 
quired for an open market sale.

219 are expected to approve 
an agreement in mid-November to com- 
bine adult education programs of the 
three school districts. 


Both high school districts have inde- 


pendently offered their own adult educa- 
tion programs for several years. The 
Maine Township program, with more 
than 13,000 students and 400 courses last 
year, is considered the largest outside of 
Chicago and the best in the state. 


According to state law, community col- 


leges must assume the responsibility of 
providing adult education programs. 


Oakton, however, only began classes in 


the fall of 1970. Due to the fact that new 
colleges may have problems setting up 
such a program during their formative 
years, especially in areas where thev 
would be in competition with existing 
programs, the law gives colleges the op- 
tion to enter into a joint agreement with 
local high schools. 


THE JOINT agreement written by a 


special committee of Oakton, Dist. 207 
and Dist. 219 officials, has been sub- 
mitted to the three boards. Officials say 
that approval should come at Nov. 15 
and 16 board meetings. 


The committee was created more than 


a year to 'develope a program which will 
preserve the best in both high school pro- 
grams, eliminate unnecessary dupli- 
cation of courses and comply with the 
law. The committee has presented sev- 
eral tentative versions of the joint agree- 
ment " to Oakton President William 
Koehnline and Dist. 207 and 219 superin- 
tendents Richard Short and Wesley 
Gibbs for approval. 
- 


At Tuesday night's Oakton board meet- 


ing, Koehnline said the latest version 
was completed at a special meeting Sat- 
urday. He said final approval of the joint 
agreement should be on the agendas at 
the next board meetings of the three 
groups involved. 


If the agreement is adopted, adult edu- 


cation courses offered in either township 
will be available to residents of both at 
the same cost. Most present courses, in- 
cluding college and university credit 
courses, will remain in the curriculum

Robert Hinde (4th) Resigns From City Council 


Fourth Ward Alderman Robert Hinde 


has resigned from the Des Plaines City 
Council, citing increasing business re- 
sponsibilities. 


Acting Tuesday night after Herald 


press time, the council accepted Hinde's 
resignation with "reluctance and regret" 
and voted unanimously to commend him 
for his service as an alderman. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel told 


the Herald yesterday that Hinde's resig- 
nation is "a great loss to the city. He 
waas a fine and conscientious alder- 
man." 


MAYOR BEHREL said he hopes to 


recommend appointment of a successor 
for Hinde at the Nov. 1 city council meet- 
ing. The new alderman, appointed by the 


council, will serve until the end of 
Hinde's term, in 1974. 


Behrel also said Hinde's resignation 


will mean changes in the city council 
committee memberships, Hinde has been 
chairman of the important finance and 
insurance committee, which has respon- 
sibility for city's yearly budget. 


In his letter of resignation, Hinde told

"I am finding it impossible to continue 


working and spending the time I have in 
the past on my aldennanic duties. And in

mittees. 


BEFORE HIS election, Hinde served 


as a Republican precinct captain. He and 
his wife Lorraine, have three children, 
and are members of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, Graceland and Marion. 


Hinde is a member of the Elks, the 


Veterans of Foreign Wars, and a former 
vice president of the Cumberland Ter- 
race Civic Association. 


Hinde recently testified before a spe- 


cial aldennanic committee, which deter- 


mined that administrative bungling had 
led to approval of five ineligible Des 
Plaines teenagers, one of them Hinde's 
son Thomas, for poverty fund payments 
in a city summer job program.

and be expanded. Courses with low en- 
rollments will probably be offered at 
only one location 


ACCORDING TO Alexander Kruzel, di- 


rector of adult education in Dist. 207, the 
three districts have reached a "con- 
sensus of agreement" and are in the last 
stages of planning the new program. 


He said when the joint agreement is 


approved, it will be a landmark agree- 
ment in Illinois adult education, since no 
other community colleges and high 
schools in the state provide adult educa- 
tion according to a common, mutually 
approved program. He said other slate 
districts are either in competition or 
working under each other. 


"Now it's simply a matter of arranging 


wording in the agreement and ex- 
changing suggestions," Kruzel said. 
"We'll then have one program for all of 
our residents. It will greatly eliminate 
confusion. But there will still be com- 
petition — for ideas and for staying cur- 
rent " 


In the past, when discussion of com- 


bining the three districts first began, 
many Maine board members voiced ob- 
jections, saying it would dilute the Maine 
program and decrease adult education 
services available to Maine Township 
residents. 


"I don't think that's the attitude any- 


more," said Kruzel. "It's kind of like 
when you have a new neighbor — you 
don't know anything about him until you 
work and live with him. Then you may 
find out you have many things in com- 
mon," he said. 


"The attitude now is that we're putting 


our efforts Into satisfying a larger area 
of people at the lowest possible costs," 
be said. 


city officials had objected to the site. 
They had threatened to use city zoning 
powers to insure city approval of a site. 


ALD. BOLEK had backed use of a site 


at Lee Street and Forest Avenue, but 
postal officials balked at trading the 
Oakton-Executive Way site, because they 
said it would have cost the federal gov- 
ernment ^50,000 more.

agents in the Northwest Suburban area 
was a raid on Klehm's Nursery near Ar- 
lington Heights last year, Germain said.

Mount Prospect WU1 
Endorse Sewage Plant 


The Mount Prospect Village Board will 


take a strong stand in favor of imme- 
diate construction of the proposed sew- 
age treatment plant in Des Plaines, near 
the Mount Prospect border. 


The board acted alter Trustee Richard 


H Monroe said he was tired with the 
series of delaying tactics employed by 
the City of Des Plaines. "We have got to 
take a stand and get this moving," he 
said. 


The board voted unanimously to write 


to the proper state and local agencies, 
urging the building of the plant which 
would receive sewage from Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect and unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the 


project has been delayed through "long 
litigation by Des Plaines." The plant 
would be built in Des Plaines, north of 
the Northwest Tollway and east of Elm- 
hurst Road. 


"WE HAVE NO interceptor (sewer) at 


Elmhurst Road," Teichert said, "be- 
cause this plant has not been built. 
Instead s e w a g e foes 
to Basse 


and then the Weller Jreek interceptor 
which handles the rest of the village and 
is already surcharged (overloaded)." 


Mount Prospect's trustees expressed 


disapproval of a recent report that Des 
Plaines officials will ask the U. S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to reject a 
request for the $26.4 million federal grant 
to help finance the plant. 


The plant, costing $48 million, is to be 


built by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MST) at the southeast corner of 
Elmhurst Road and Oakton Street. Con- 
struction is scheduled for late 1972. 


However. Des Plaines has waged a 


seven-year battle against construction of 
the plant. City officials have claimed the 
plant odors would add to already un- 
healthy pollution from O'Hare Airport 
jets. 


According to Des Plaines Aid. Alan 


Abrams, the U. S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency has rejected 
several 


grant requests recently because local 
planning agencies have not considered 
the environmental effects of proposed 
projects before recommending grant ap- 
proval.

School will probably continue to exist at 
Maryville Academy tn Des Plaines, at 
least for the 1971-72 school year. 


The Dist. 26 school board Tuesday 


night voted 3-1 to sign a fS.OOO lease with 
officials of the Chicago Catholic Arch- 
diocese for classroom space at the 
academy. The district is then reimbursed 
too per cent by the state for rent costs. 


The lease, which ends Aug. 31, 1972, 


also places payment of any improvement 
or repairs on Dist. 26, Thomas Warden, 
superintendent, said he expects those 
costs will also be reimbursed by the 
state. 


School officials pointed out the lease 


does not prohibit Dist. 26 from moving 


the ISO Maryville children to better facil- 
ities, as long as the $5,000 is paid. Cur- 
rently officials are awaiting word from 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington 
Heights, and John Moore, of the Illinois 
School Building Commission (ISBC), on 
prospects for a new state-funded school. 
However, the school would probably not 
be built before the end of this school 
year. 


BOARD MEMBER Ted Wallenberg 


voted against signing the lease, saying 
he thought moving the children into the 
district's six other schools would be 
"good for the community." 


"But I don't think it would be good for 


the kids," said Supt. Thomas Warden,

cial education. "We're closer to individ- 
ualized learning over there than at any 
other school." 


This is the first year, since the school 


opened in 1968, that Dist. 26 is respon- 
sible for improvements and repairs on 
the rented 18 rooms. The board agreed to 
take over the cost in place of the rent 
hike proposed by the Rev. John Smith, 
Maryville superintendent. 


Father Smith in August called for a 


hike to $17,050. The amount was then 
lowered to $14,500 which included $9,500 
for repairs. Smith estimated repairs, in- 
cluding painting, new windows, addition- 
al electrical wiring, room heaters, and 
floor repairs, at as much as $21,000. 


The board has not yet determined what 


improvements will be made on the build- 
ing which does not meet requirements of 
the Illinois Life Safety Code. Approval of 
the lease came after Dist. 26 officials 
searched for other facilities to house the 
children. 


"WE LOOKED AT a lot of alterna- 


tives, including vacant space and placing1 


the children in other districts," Warden 
said. "But nothing was feasible. The 
costs often exceeded what we are paying 
now." Warden said he investigated the 


possibility of using the former Dist. 57 
Central School in Mount Prospect, which 
has been vacant for more than a year. 
But, he said, that building was also in 
need of repair. 


"What we are still hoping for is a 


state-funded school," Warden told board 
members. According to a 
proposal, 


drawn up by Dist. 26 officials, the school 
would be constructed with an environ- 
ment leaning toward special education. 
The plan proposes the architecture of the 
building be "based on the learning center 
approach with classroom clusters around 
the center." 


The learning centers would be in area 


of language arts-social studies, math-sci- 
ence, vocations to "provide experiences 
to acquaint children with the world of 
work," learning disabilities fine arts, 
music and physical education which 
would include a pool, indoor track and 
facilities for weight lifting, dancing, 
handball and gymnastics. 


According to the proposal, the academ- 


ic centers would include, collapsible 
walls, chairs and couches, isolation 
booths TV sets and other multi-media 
materials. The building would be air-con- 
ditioned and carpeted. The proposal does 
not estimate the cost of such a building. 


More than 300 Maryville children have 


attended district schools since Catholic 
Charities, an arm of the Archdiocese, an- 
nounced three years ago it could no long- 


er afford to educate the children. Ap- 
proximately 125 Maryville children are 
attending district schools outside the 
academy.

Katherine Korff Is the first woman 


ever to hold an elective office in Maine 
Township government. 


At that, she was appointed. 
"It's time women had recognition and 


representation," she exclaimed. 
"It 


should be women's 'recognition,' not 
women's 'lib'! Somebody burned a bra — 
now people laugh at 'lib.' 


"Recognition is all women are seeking, 


not equality. There is a great deal of dif- 
ference. There is no such thing as equal- 
ity — men are not born equal. That word 
is responsible for many of our prob- 
lems." 


Mrs. Herbert H. Korff, 1800 Lee St., 


Des Plaines. was sworn in as a township 
auditor Sept. 14 to complete the four-year 
term of Thomas Montgomery which ex- 
pires in April 1973. 


WHEN THE MAINE Township Board 


met to put up names for his office, some- 
one decided it would be good to get a 
woman for the job. They approached the 
Maine Township Republican Women's 
Club for names. Mrs. Korff had been on 
the club board ever since her term as 
president in 1963, had also been national 
legislative chairman of the Illinois Fed- 
eration. Of the several women suggested 
to the Maine Township Board, Mrs. Korff 
had been most active for the longest 
time. 


She is also an active member of the 


Cook County Conference of Republican 
Women's Clubs, having served as its 
treasurer from 1966-70. 


Brimming over with enthusiasm for 


her new job, she declared, "It's so inter- 
esting and fascinating. I consider it a 
very great honor, I really do." She has 


never held public office before, and in 
April 1973, when the whole slate is up for 
election, her name will be on the ballot. 
That was one of the conditions of her 
appointment. 


KATHERINE'S 
BUSINESS 
back- 


ground began at the University of Illinois 
at Urbana where she studied business 
administration. Later she helped her 
mother and dad started a business of 
their own from scratch — Landl's Res- 
taurant in Skokie. Katherine helped man- 
age it, took care of the business end — 
but she also could peel a mean potato, 
cook or fill in wherever she was needed. 


She has lived in Des Plaines since 1945, 


continued to live here when she married 
Herb in 1952. He is as engineer for the 
Johnson Service Co. 


"Herb and I are very fond of nature 


and the outdoors, especially native crafts 
and skills," she said. Their common in- 
terest has led1 them traveling all over the 
country, especially into the lesser known 
highways and byways of America. In 
1966 they traveled the Alcan Highway to 
Alaska. 


THE MAINE TOWNSHIP BOARD con- 


sists of a township- supervisor, a town- 
ship clerk and three auditors. As one of 
the auditors, Mrs. Korff will concentrate 
on the three areas in which monies are 
spent and budgeted for: l. Corporate 
funds for township business including 
election expenses for township offices; 2. 
Public assistance and welfare; and 3. 
Roads and bridges. 


The auditors scrutinize the checks that 


have been paid out, check the bank state- 
ment and the office records. 


They must balance. 
So must all monies received. 
The board must also decide on the 


spending of monies, must prepare a 
budget once a year and help stick to it, 
and must make appointments to fill any 
vacancies. 


WHEN ASKED IF she were especially 


good with money, she replied, "Oh, I 
think so. I like to have enough in reserve 
for emergencies." 


The township board meets the second 


Tuesday evening of each month at the 
Township Clerk's office, 2600 Goif Road, 
Glenview. Des Plaines is the largest area 
in Maine Township. 


When Katherine was sworn in on Sept. 


14, the board members went out of their 
way to make her feel welcome. "They 
were so good to me," she said. "They 
served cake and coffee to welcome me 
aboard." 


A township auditor is not a salaried 


office, but rather a "fee" office — you 
get paid only if you show up. The fee for 
attending the meeting and doing a 
night's work each month is $25. 


KATHERINE KORFF is excited about 


running for the office when her present 
term expires. "I talked it over with my 
husband — it's not an everyday thing, 
you know," she said. "It involves much. 
Like public speaking. I don't mind speak- 
ing if I can prepare for it, but I don't like 
impromptu speaking." 


She's even more excited about town- 


ship government. "It's the closest 'big' 
government to the people, the first step 
above them. It's much closer and more 
personal than county government," she 
explained. "It's vital to preserve and 
keep it. 


"We know the township people are our 


people — we take care of our own first. 
That's the whole purpose — taking care 
of our own."

Vasectomy is now considered a "ster- 


ilization" operation. Vasectomized males 
are warned by their physicians that the 
operation is not to be considered rever- 
sible and their decision should include 
the desire to never again produce a 
child. 


Vasectomy is not a contraceptive oper- 


ation. Not now, at least. The possibility 
of it becoming so was discussed Friday 
at the First National Conference on Va- 
sectomy, sponsored by the Midwest Pop- 
ulation Center of Chicago and Vasectomy 
Services, Inc. of Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Matthew Freund, Ph.D., a noted semi- 


nologist and researcher, addressed the 
250 physicians, nurses, technicians, para- 
medical personnel, psychologists and so- 
cial workers who came from across the 
United States, Canada and Mexico to at- 
tend the two-day conference. 


THE REVERSIBILITY of vasectomy 


can be divided into three major cate- 
gories, Freund told the audience. These 
procedures include the surgical reversal 
of vasectomy (vasovasostomy), the pre- 
servation of the t'ertility of the patient in 
the form of frozen sperm and the use of

HE ADDED THAT although the sur- 


geon may be able to produce a perfect 
joining of the previously severed vas, the 
sperm output is less than before vasecto- 
my and conception rate is very low. 


Research is being conducted to see if 


the sperm output increases as time 
elapses and Freund called for more ex- 
tensive study — up to at least a three- 
year period — on this. 


Mechanical devices, which can either 


be surgically removed or turned off and 


on, are being designed and experimented 
with. 


"The standard for efficient rever- 


sibility would be some type of a simple 
operation with the insertion of a device 
into the vas which would cause little tis- 
sue reaction or loss of function and 
which would allow for the return to nor- 
mal function of the vas and the ejacula- 
tion of healthy sperm," Freund said. 


AT THIS TIME, only one method has 


been effective in providing "fertility in- 
surance." 


"There is presently available a prac- 


tical and proven technique for reversible 
vasectomy — the use of a frozen semen 
bank for the'preservation of the potential 
fertility of vasectomized men. A frozen 
semen bank which contains the viable 
sperm of men who have used vasectomy 
for contraception represents a true meth- 
od for reversible vasectomy in terms of 
perpetuating their fertility." 


Freund pointed out that the semen 


bank will "indefinitely" preserve sperm, 


and the provision of such banks should 
act as an incentive for the increased use 
of vasectomy as it removes the major 
drawback — loss of fertility. 


He warned, however, that sperm 


banks should be handled by the medical 
profession — as are blood banks — rath- 
er than private industry. 


(THE REV. DON C. SHAW, director of 


Midwest Population Center in Chicago, 
later told the Herald that the Center has 
been looking into the possibility of setting 
up such a facility in Chicago. He esti- 
mated that the cost for an individual to 
keep his sperm in such a bank would be 
$25 to put it in and $25 a year to keep it 
there. He added that the staff of the Mid- 
west Population Center would still advise 
clients not to consider the operation as a 
method of birth control and to consider it 
irreversible, despite a sperm bank.) 


"More than 400 children have been 


born as a result of artificial insemination 
with frozen semen," Freund said. Fol- 


low-ups have been done on all of these 
children, using naturally conceived chil- 
dren as a control group. All of these chil- 
dren have been normal. 


THE SPERM bank idea will not only 


be useful in preserving the fertility of 
vasectomized males, Freund stated, but 
it will have other uses: the preservation 
of the fertility of men having medical 
procedures which might damage their 
fertility, the preservation of the fertility 
of men who undergo or are exposed to 
large amounts of radiation (which de- 
stroys fertility), and for the use of semen 
in artificial insemination in cases of in- 
fertility. 


He gave his audience guidelines on 


how to set up a frozen sperm bank, em- 
phasizing that semen analysis is critical 
to success. "A successful semen bank 
should be kept within the medical com- 
munity and handled by only the medical 
profession. Frozen semen should be only 
given to doctors. Otherwise we may wind 
up on the road to madness," he said. 


Doctor Deplores Population Crisis 


Jean Bound], "The Genie"

A population crisis does exist today 


and the methods of safe, effective and 
acceptable birth controls do not. 


That assertion was made by Dr. Abel 


J. Leader, clinical professor of urology 
at Baylor College of Medicine and the 
Postgraduate School of Medicine of the 
University of Texas, at the First Nation- 
al Conference on Vasectomy last Friday. 


Dr. Leader deplored the continuing 


population explosion and the lack of ef- 
fective birth control methods to prevent 
it. 


"Present projections indicate that 


there will be four billion people in 1975, 
eight billion people in 2005 and 16 billion 
people by 2025. At conservative estimate, 
there will be at least 15 billion people in 
the world within the lifetime of a child 
born today," Leader said. He stated that 
this conclusion is based on simple math- 
ematics which are undeniable and unar- 
guable. 


TECHNICAL ADVANCES have prom- 


ised much for the future of man, Leader 
said, including the green revolution 
which has doubled the yield of crops of 
wheat and rice, forestalling the pros- 
pects of famine in the developing coun- 
tries. 


"This has prompted in some degree of 


complacency with regard to the rapid 
growth rates of populations that is un- 
warranted. In 1970, when accepting the 
Nobel Prize for his principal rote in fa- 
thering the green revolution, Dr. Norman 
Borlaug said, «We have won a temporary 


success in man's war against hunger and 
deprivation: it has given us breathing 
space .. . The modest progress we have 
made can at best be only 20 to 30 years 
of time on the food production front. Dur- 
ing this period, the world must come to 
giips with the frightening population 
monster or destroy itself.' 


"DESPITE SOME of the recent state- 


ments in the press suggesting that we 
may be leveling off our population 
growth rate at a simple replacement 
rate, the obverse is true," Leader said. 


"Over a billion births will have to be 


prevented during the next 30 years to 
bring down the world's population 
growth rate from its present two per 
cent to an annual rate of one per cent by 
the year 2,000. This task may be the 
most difficult mankind has ever faced, 
for it involves the most fundamental, in- 
stinctive drive of all life, perpetuation of 
the species." 


Leader stated that we do not have 


birth control methods anywhere near 
perfect. "The urgency of the situation, if 
we are to believe the figures and the per- 
formances of the world's peoples in the 
past, calls for an immediate and vigor- 
ous program of population control with 
the best tools we now have available." 


MALE AND female sterilization has 


been suggested as such a tool, Leader 
said. Most married couples achieve their 
desired family size early, facing a possi- 
bility of unwanted pregnancies for ap- 
proximately 20 years thereafter. 


"Although this is a vasectomy confer- 


ence, female sterilization also serves the 


larger purpose of saving ourselves from 
ourselves in the matter of profligate pro- 
creation. If we cannot yet convince the 
men, their wives may well prove to be 
more receptive hi cooperating with our 


He called for a centrally directed na- 


tional publicity program to inform the 
public of sterilizaton, and specifically va- 
sectomy. Such a campaign could be di- 
rected by the Office of Population Affairs 
of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, he suggested. 


"VASECTOMY AND tubal ligation are 


both permanent procedures and should 
be considered as such. It is wrong to hold 
out hopes of successful reversibility as 
an inducement for vasectomy . . . Until 
we know a great deal more about the 
usefulness of personal sperm banking in 
anticipation of vasectomy, its value 
should not be exaggerated or exploited 
commercially. 


"The time grows short, and the re- 


straint that has previously resulted in the 
inaction of our political leaders and ad- 
ministrators in order to avoid giving of- 
fense to people who refuse to recognize 
the dangers of explosive population 
growth is now out of tune with the reali- 
ties of existence. 


"Until such a time as research in re- 


production yields the results that may 
be reasonably expected from it that will 
blunt the threat of the extinction of the 
human race from its own excesses va- 
sectomy remains, with tubal ligation' the 
most effective instrument we have." '

LEAFMOLD (a combination of leaves 


and soil that are worked together and set 
until the leaves decompose into the soil) 
is an excellent house plant potting soil. 
The entire recipe is one third leafmold, 
one third sand and one third soil. 


If you want to make up a batch of leaf- 


mold for next year even though you may 
not have any definite plans for its use 
yet. do this: Dig a hole in an out-of- 
a-way corner, fill it with leaves and 
some of the soil you excavated. Then 
simply forget about it.

Leaves are slow in decomposing in the 


compost pile, but lots of people shred 
them first with a shredding machine. Or 
they may simply make a few passes over 
the leaves with a lawnmower. 


LEAVES ARE nice, light winter pro- 


tection for young evergreens, trees and 
especially rhododendrons. Rhodie grow- 
ers generally alternate a layer of soil 
and a layer of leaves, preferably oak 
leaves. They build up to about eight 
inches deep, finishing it off with a layer 
of straw and evergreen boughs. A green 
cardboard collar keeps the whole thing in 
place. 


I don't like to use leaves around mums 


because this species is most often plant- 
ed in open sunny areas where leaves are 
likely to get soggy and smother the 
mums or increase the likelihood of root 
rot. 


Leaves, of course, are not suitable for 


use on roses as roses like an alkaline soil 
and leaves are acid, directly the opposite 
of alkaline. There is no better winter pro- 
tection for roses than good old mounded 
up soil secured with a rose collar.

The other 
colors, by the way, are there but are cov- 
ered by the deep green. Therefore, when 
the green disappears, the yellows and or- 
anges show up. Red leaves are the result 
of a different chemical action also trig- 
gered by cooler nights .Why don't all re- 
gions share in these gorgeous fall color 
display.;? Because many parts of the 
world have no great seasonal changes 
and the chemical action in foliage just 
never occurs.

2 Rookies To The Rescue

BOSTON, Mass. -(NBA) - Jon Mor- 


ris has an hereditary strain of editorial 
objectivity. His father has been a Wash- 
ington writer for the New York Times. 
"Jim Plunkett," says Jon precisely, "is 
an amazing kid." 


Jon derives his acumen from being the 


man closest to Plunkett on a football 
field. He is the center for the New Eng- 
land Patriots, a post he has held with 
distinction among his peers (he's the 
team's offensive captain) for eight years. 


"Everybody says Plunkett's going to 


be a great quarterback," says Morris. "I 
agree. I don't look upon him as a rookie. 
He's in charge." 


The man who puts the ball into the 


hands of Archie Manning to start every 
offensive play for the New Orleans Saints 
is John Didion, who centered for Sonny 
Jurgensen of the Redskins prior to be- 
coming a Saint. 


"Archie," says Didion, "is an amazing 


kid." 


St. Archie, as he is known on Basin 


Street, and Senor Jim, the gaucho of 
Back Bay. Two amazing kids. 


Plunkett and Manning have brought a 


special emphasis to quarterbacking on 
the National Football League this year. 
They are the spear carriers for two 
teams beleaguered by losing games. 
They belong to a rare species in modern 
pro football, the rookie quarterback 
regular. The artistic success of business 
enterprises worth up to $20 million is en- 
trusted to their large young hands. 


It hasn't happened often. For tho most 


recent parallel of such dual responsi- 
bility, you have to backpedal to 1961, 
when the Washington Redskins installed 
top draftee Norm Snead as their No. 1 
quarterback to let him suffer under fire 
and the newly organized Minnesota VIK* 
ings let Fran Tarkenton, fresh out of 
Georgia, scramble merrily as a rookie 
leader. 


The first of the modern species of 


T-quarterback to step right off campus 
into a starting pro job was George Shaw 
of the Baltimore Colts in 1955. After 
Snead and Tarkenton half a dozen years 
later the nect neophyte leader was that 
model of precocity, Broadway Joe Nam- 
ATH OF THE New York Jets in 1965. As 
football went deep into the expansion 
era, immediate starters were Randy 
Johnson with the Atlanta Falcons in 1966, 
Bob Griese with the Miami Dolphins in 
1967 and Greg Cook with the Cincinnati 
Bengals in 1969. 


Dilution of talent with 26 teams in op- 


eration has presented more opportunities 
to rookies. Last year marked the debuts 
of Terry Bradshaw with Pittsburgh and 
Dennis Shaw with Buffalo, though Ter- 
ry's role as a starter was flawed. He 
shared duty with Terry Hanratty be- 


cause he found out what the pro pundits 
have been proclaiming for a long time — 
that the learning process for a quarter- 
back should be slow and deliberate. 
Three years has been the recommended 
incubation period before throwing a 
young passer loose in the harsh world of 
blitzes and stunts and rotating zones 


Plunkett and Manning are well-in- 


sulated for the buffeting, however, be- 
cause they're big kids — 6-3V2, and well 
over 200 pounds each. "Jim 
doesn't 


rattle," says center Morris, "and his 
confidence cornea through to the whole 
team." 


Mike Taliaferro, his veteran stand-in, 


says Plunkett has to adjust the trajecto- 
ry on his long passes and sharpen up his 
play-calling. Mike was also the backup 
man for the Jets when Namath broke in. 
"Jim can do more for a team than Joe 


could," says Mike, "because of his good 
knees. 
He 
can 
take 
off and 
run. 


Manning's inclination is to run too 


much, to run out of the prescribed pocket 
for a pro passer. But on a squard with 14 
rookies, seven of them starters, Archie 
sometimes doesn't have much choice. 


Both St. Archie and Senor Jim got off 


to a resounding starting 1971 with aston- 
i shvgniictories the opening week of the 
season and have been improving. But 
great expectations in New Orleans and 
Foxboro should be tempered by the real- 
ity of history. No first-year quarterback 
regular has ever produced a winning sea- 
son in the National Football League (or 
the late AFL) since Bob Waterfield led 
the Cleveland Rams to a title back in 
1945 — and he had been out of college 
three years for the war.

Thousands Of Ducks And Geese Filling Illinois Skies 


A familiar sight to taking piece in Oil- 


note' ikiM aa thouaanda of ducks and 
geese wing to wintering grounds in the 
south. The "vees" are here much earlier 
than in the past. 


Illinois Department of Conservation 


biologists estimate that approximately 
50,000 ducks are already on the 75-mile 
section of the Illinois River between 
Meredosia and Banner. 


"According to our census figures there 


are many more birds here this year than 
during the same time in 1970," said 
George Arthur, chief waterfowl biologist 
for the department. "We recently flew 
the stretch to check the food supply and 
we were amazed at the numbers. All spe- 
cies were present, including canvasbacks 
and ruddy ducks, which are rare this 
early in the year." 


"We estimate there are 12,000 acres of 


available feed in the 75 miles we 
checked," Arthur said. "The bottomland 
lakes, ponds and sloughs seem to be full 
of Japanese and wild millet, pigweed and 
nutgrasses. This is in excess of grain in 
the fields. 


"This is an exceptionally good year. 


The lakes were dry at the right times 
and could be planted this year, and those 
that couldn't be planted are offering a lot 
of volunteer food. We estimate about 
60.000 bushels of millet in Rice Lake 
alone." 


RICE LAKE to one of the department's 


public hunting areas. 


"The abundance of habitat may be off- 


set with continuing dry weather," Arthur 
pointed out. "If the dry weather contin- 
ues it will hasten thn grain harvest and 
fall plowing. This, of course, minimizes 
the grain available for field-feeding wa- 
terfowl." 


The number of birds now in th* area is 


probably a direct result of the fine food 
production this year, Arthur said. 


"The large numbers also may be in- 


dicative of a good hatch in the Canadian 
breeding grounds, as the young are the 
first to migrate south for the winter. 


"Last year was a bad year for food 


production, and the ducks didn't stay in 
Illinois nearly as long as they did in 1969, 
when we had an excellent year for food." 


The fact that the waterfowl didn't stay 


in Illinois as long as hunters would have 
liked in 1970 didn't mean that the hunters 
had a poor hunting season. On the con- 
trary: 


"HUNTERS 
HARVESTED approxi- 


mately 568.000 ducks during the 1970 sea- 
son," Lockart pointed out. "In 1969, 
which was considered a good year, they 
managed to harvest about 348,000; so 
there was an increase of about 220,000 
birds taken in 1970. This we credit to the 
point system which went in effect last 
year. The point system enabled the hunt- 
er to harvest far more birds than he 
could have in 1969." 


Lockart also reminded hunters that Il- 


linois will use the point system again this 
year to regulate bag limits on waterfowl. 


A hunter may shoot ducks until the last 


duck shot reaches or exceeds 100 points. 
The point values per bird of each species 
are. 
canvasback and redheads, 100

When a hunter bap one of 
these ducks, he is through for the day, 
whether it was the first shot he took or 
the tenth." 


The spring hatch in the Canadian 


breeding grounds was reported as good. 
It was about the same as last year for 
species other than the redhead and can- 
vasback. However, the wood ducks did 
not do as w«ll as they were expected to 
in Illinois.
